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THE LABOR QUESTION 

Discussed by Mr. W. H. Sayward at Newton 
South Community Forum 


\ The meeting of the Newton South 
Community Forum Inst Sunday af¬ 
ternoon was held at Bray Hall, New¬ 
ton Centre, the speaker being Mr. Wil- 
[inm H. Sayward, secretary of the 
Master Builders’ Exchange for many 
! years, who spoke on the subject “The 
l adjustment of the relations of the em¬ 
ployer and the Wage Worker.” 

Mr. Sayward said in part: My ex- 
| perience has been a lengthy one cov¬ 
ering a good many years and for thnt 
: reason I have accumulated some first 
hand information, which is always val¬ 
uable. What 1 am going to talk about 
will bo based on ex-perience and not 
theory altho there will have to be 
[’'some theory mixed with it. For the 
past forty years 1 have been in close 
[relations with this industrial problem, 
j most of the time Secretary of the 
, I. Master Builders, Association. My ex- 
/ '.perience has been almost all in the 
V building industry and anyone who has 
had the experience 1 have would have 
had enough of the problem to feel 
tired of the job. 

. One of the points which has im¬ 
pressed itself on me is, that a large 
number of people know nothing about 
the industrial problem. It seems to 
them that there is a great deal of tur¬ 
moil in the industrial world, but most 
•Aof the people are those who can shake 
| it off their shoulders a^d go on with 
I their daily life just as well as ever. 
But the task lies with those on the fir¬ 
ing line. It is because those who are 
not on the firing line are only theor- 
# ists. The theorists have made quite 
' as much trouble as the agitators. 
One of the most striking examples oc¬ 
curred here a few years qgo at a meet¬ 
ing of the Economic Organization 
, which met in the American House in 
Boston and it was held at a time when 
there had been a most exciting labor 
disturbance in the City of Lawrence. 
Some of the leaders in the Industrial 
conflict had been tried for murder and 
were acquitted. One of the persons 
, invited to the meeting of the Economic 
Organization was one of the leaders 
in the great Lawrence strike. The 
subject of the evening was “The Labor 
^Problem and it’s Solution.” I want 
to call attention to the problem as it 
was presented by three people. One 
was John Brooks, a friend of mine and 
a man of much experience and who 
, has traveled all over the world making 
a first hand investigation but a man 
who had never risked a dollar or put 
a moment of his time into business 
life. John Tobin who no doubt many 
of you know about, was the second 
\ speaker and the third was Etter, the 
man who was the leader in the strike. 

Mr. Brooks said, "There is no solu¬ 
tion to the labor problem, you might 
as well talk of having a solution of 
4 religion. There is no such a thing as 
solution and I wouldn’t stay in the 
room five minutes with a man who

says there is a solution.” And yet he 
stayed for two hours in a room with 
men who had a solution. Mr. Tobin 
then got up and said, "I don’t agree 
with Mr. Brooks, the labor problem is 
solved. The American Federation of 
Labor are solving it. They are also 
solving the question of employer and 
worker. The third speaker, the guest 
of the day, was the leader of the Law¬ 
rence strike. He immediately im¬ 
pressed everybody ns being one of the 
most remarkable characters. Coming 
from that Italian race and equipped 
with a wonderful magnetic personal¬ 
ity. This man commenced and within 
a very few minutes convinced a body 
of three or four hundred business men 
with some of the ernziest notions I 
ever heard put forward. He said, "I 
have listened to Mr. Brooks and Mr. 
Tobin, but there is a solution and it is 
not by the American Federation of 
I^abor. The only real solution of ^the 
labor problem comes from the I. W. 
W., which 1 represent. I propose to 
tell you whether you like it or not 
thnt we are going into this thing at 
wholesale and when there is going to 
be any industry tied up wo will tie up 
the whole industry and not a part. 
That is the only way to stop it.” Of 
course these are only parts of their 
speeches. They applauded him again 
and again and then I thought if a man 
of this type can take a splendid body 
of business men and arouse them up 
to such enthusiasm imagine what he 
must be when he gets in among a 
thousand or more men of his own 
kind. I imagine that he can arouse 
them to any action however bad or 
good it may be. 

It is reasonably known that at the 
start there were certain elements at 
work to make adjustment between the 
employer and workman but these ele¬ 
ments were on the side of the em¬ 
ployer always. It came to a point of 
absolute slavery when the employer 
tried to-nidjust the conditions between 
the two. During the last fifteen years 
a new element has come in to adjust 
conditions between these two factors 
and that is developing, from my point 
of view just as the employers devel¬ 
oped their weakness. They are not 
only making the workmen slaves but 
the whole community. 

1 was invited to speak in Ford Hall 
at one of their recent meetings. The 
subject was, “Do the Libor Unions 
Fulfill Their Purpose.” At those 
meetings they have a debate instead 
of one speaker and then questions af¬ 
terwards. I was to take the negative 
and Henry Sterling the affirmative. 
Mr. Sterling said he thought he knew 
pretty well because he had been work¬ 
ing for the labor unions for twenty- 
five years and (he two things which 
the labor unions proposed are first 
to reduce hours of labor and second 
to increase wages.

On account of 
insufficient time, the committee can¬ 
not say absolutely that military train¬ 
ing is the only or even the best 
method of accomplishing this result 
and recommend that the school com¬ 
mittee furnish definite and compara¬ 
tive schedules of its ideas and plans 
and urges future city governments 
give the matter the most serious at¬ 
tention. 

Orders were adopted approving the 
records of the hoard for the entire 
year and referring all unfinished busi¬ 
ness to 1917.

President Blanchard expressed his ap¬ 
preciation of thV untiring efforts of 
the board and the zeal exhibited in 
its work for the year. He believed 
that the members realized that 21 
minds seldom work along the same 
lines and had settled all their differ¬ 
ences in committee.

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FOURTH INAUGURAL ADDRESS

HON. EDWIN O. CHILDS 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen :—

It is, then, a supreme and sacred trust which those who 
know us have committed to our care and keeping. 

Today we consecrate, or reconsecrate, ourselves to the serv¬ 
ice of the people of a city which is most interesting and, in 
some respects, unique. 

Newton has a population of more than 43,000, is composed 
of fifteen different villages spread out over an area of 18 
square miles—a city with 231 acres of park land, of which 
123 acres “ire given over to playground activities—a city with 
224 miles of streets, 145 miles of which have been accepted 
and have to be maintained—a city whose valuation is more 
than $89,000,000. 

Most cities our size in population have less than a third of 
our area, and this large area adds much to the cost of govern¬ 
ment. 

Newton is a wealthy city and is growing fast. 

The estimated cost of new buildings erected in 1916 is 
$3,151,548. 

One hundred and forty-one more permits were issued for 
buildings in 1916 than in 1915. 

A high standard of government has always been maintained 
here, and our people demand much by way of service. 

New activities, welfare work and innovations not dreamed 
of Jess than a generation ago are absolutely necessary today, 
and they cost money to maintain and operate. 

The same problem, however, which is common to all muni¬ 
cipalities, confronts us. It is the financial problem. Briefly 
stated, it is this^-namcly, “How to keep abreast of the times 
and still keep afloat.” This problem, gentlemen, is the one put 
up to us to solve. At the outset, we might as well recognize 
the fact that we cannot make a big reduction in our expenses. 
That is impossible. \Ye can, however, save some money. Most 
people who come to City Hall on business ask us to spend 
money. Few come asking us to save it. 

We may, however, congratulate ourselves upon the fact that 
we have been called upon to govern a city which is in a re¬ 
markably strong financial position. The City of Newton was 
never stronger, financially, than she is today, and she is the 
envy of many of her sister cities in this Commonwealth.

According to a custom long ago established, it is my privi¬ 
lege at this time to briefly review the accomplishments of the 
past and to make some suggestions for our future action. I 
shall not attempt to cover the whole field, either of accomplish¬ 
ment or possibility, but shall touch only upon those matters 
which to me seem most important. 

During the past year the city has maintained a steady, healthy 
growth in numbers, in prosperity, and, I trust, in community 
spirit. The Heads of Departments, the several Boards and 
Commissions have prosecuted the various tasks assigned to 


them with economy, fidelity and efficiency. 

I wish at this time to record my appreciation, not only of 
their sendees and those of the Board of Aldermen, but also of 
all the employees of the city, whose sole object seems to me to 
have been to serve the city well. Without the co-operation and 
good will of all, little could have been accomplished. 

I suggest, for the enlightenment of all the members of this 
Board, a careful reading of the reports of all city officers for 
1916 as they shall come from the press. 

It is a real pleasure to welcome to this Board the newly 
elected members, some of whom have already rendered valu¬ 
able service to this city. 

Aldermen Whiddcn and Blake have given much time and at¬ 
tention to civic matters, the former as a valuable member of 
the Board of Appeal on Building Laws, the latter as a public- 
spirited citizen, ready at all times to give to his home city the 
value of his broad experience and training. Alderman Whid- 
den leaves a vacancy on an important Board which will be hard 
to fill, but at the same time, he brings to the city through the 
office to which he has been elected a larger service which is 
greatly needed. 

To the retiring members of the Board I would express my 
appreciation for services gladly and freely given. 

Alderman Alley’s retirement is a distinct loss to the city. He 
has given personal attention and careful investigation to all 
matters affecting public works. 

I commend to every member of this Board that same in¬ 
terest in matters lipon which they shall vote, and before they 
vote, which he and a few others on this Board always show. 

Above all, don’t be followers. Know what you are doing 
and why. 

Those of you who join the Board for the first time today 
have the distinction of having been elected under Chapter 261 
of the Acts of 1916, authorizing preferential voting at muni¬ 
cipal elections in the City of Newton, which was accepted by 
the voters at the last State Election. 

I have found few people who take kindly to this new system, 
and I most heartily recommend its repeal. 

Had not the present Mayor been elected and re-elected this 
new system of voting would, in all probability, never have been 
introduced. Some of my friends in the Legislature called the 
measure “the bill to abolish Childs.” 

It is silly to try to legislate against any individual and there 
was no need of changing the method of selecting municipal 
officers from that which has long prevailed. The voters of this 
city have the power to abolish any and all of us whenever they 
so desire. We do not need a method different from any other 
city or town in the Commonwealth. 

Even under the preferential system, by far the larger num¬ 
ber of voters vote for but one candidate. They have no second 
choice since the man whom they would vote for second choice 
might defeat their first choice. 

Personally, if I were to he a candidate for municipal office 
in this city I should like nothing better than the new system, 
and if I and my friends wanted to have something to say about 
who should and who should not be Mayor the new system 
would be a beautiful political tool with which to work. 

I believe, however, that the best interests of the city demand 
its repeal. Furthermore, if the hill was aimed at me and if, as 
it is generally admitted even by those who framed it, that it did 
not have a fair trial at the last election, it really could not have 
a fair trial and demonstrate its great possibilities unless I were 
a candidate again. 

That is the logical conclusioh. 

I repeat, I recommend the repeal of that Act. 

The Fire Hazard Commission, early in the year, made a re¬ 
port on school houses, after most careful study and close ob¬ 
servation of conditions as they existed. This report was a 
masterpiece on the subject and has attracted the attention of 
municipalities throughout New England. The recommenda¬ 
tions of the Commission, with one exception, were adopted by 
the city with an expenditure of over $50,000. 

The lives of the children and young people in our schools 
are now as safe as it is possible to make them. 

Messrs. Goddard, Lord and Cox deserve the thanks of all 
of our citizens for one of the finest pieces of work ever done 
by men of Newton for the benefit of.their city. 

During the past weeks representatives from this city have 
been in conference with those from other cities and towns 
bordering on Charles River for the purpose of devising ways 
and means for Metropolitan Park Improvements in this dis¬ 
trict. A meeting has been held with the Metropolitan Park 
Commission and it now looks as though chances were fa¬ 
vorable for having at least a beginning made of the dredging 
of the river which skirts our city. If this can lie brought about 
a great sanitary improvement will have been accomplished. The 
union of cities and towns has already been fruitful and many 
suggestions have been made as to how we can best attain the 
ends for which we all are striving. 

We are beginning to realize that if any park improvement is 
to come our way it can only be brought about by all standing 
together and concentrating upon some particular bill or bills 
before the Legislature. 


Last June our" local militia company was. called into the 
United States service and in due time was sent to the Border. 
The record of the Company while in Texas was all that could 
be desired and the dignity and honor of their home city was 
maintained by these young men. 

Their home coming was appropriately celebrated and a wel¬ 
come given in which many of our citizens joined. 

The Company at the present time needs a Rifle Range, and it 
is the duty of the city to supply one. For some years we have 
been paying the expenses of the Boys to the range at Walnut 
Hill. A suitable range might be established on city land near 
the Water Works. I suggest to you careful consideration of 
this need. 

During the past year the city has assumed the rent of head¬ 
quarters for Post No. 62, of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
thus relieving the old veterans of a great burden. This was a 
step in the right direction. This local Post has some very val¬ 
uable relics of the Civil War which ought to be preserved for¬ 
ever. I believe that some action should be taken in the near 
future which will assure the members of the Post that when 
the time may come when the Grand Army of the Republic 
shall be mustered into the Great Beyond, the City of Newton 
shall then become the custodian of these cherished mementos; 
and shall forever preserve them in a place set apart solely for 
their protection and care; there to be freely accessible to the 
public, that the citizens may be forever reminded of the sacri¬ 
fices of the past and the duty which the sons and daughters of 
America owe to the men and women of the days of *61. 

During the closing moments of 1916 agitation for a new City 
Hall broke out again. 

There can be no question but that a new municipal building 
would be a great addition to the city. 

It would help to advertise us to those who might be seeking 
a place in which to make a home. 

Municipal advertising pays as well as business advertising. 
Other cities and towns are doing it. 

The more I think about it the more I am inclined to the be¬ 
lief that the new City Hall, if a reality, should not be located on 
Claflin Field. That place, in my judgment, should be left for 
the development of educational activities. Furthermore, a 
City Hall should be located near a Post Office and a Bank. 

I am not sure but that after all we could do no better than to 
acquire the property next door and place a new building, if it 
should be forthcoming, near the spot where the City Hall and 
Town Hall before it have always stood. 

Of course, the present building, with alterations which could 
and should be made at the old Patrol Stable, would comfort¬ 
ably house our municipal offices for several years yet. 

The 1916 Board has handed over to you gentlemen the 
proposition for a city manager. 

Our charter already provides for such an officer, should 
occasion require, appointed by and answerable to the Mayor. 

This, however, I understand, is not what is wanted, but 
rather a Board of 21, with City Manager selected and con¬ 
trolled by them with the Mayor a figure head. 

This would be a new departure and I venture to think that 
the voters would desire to have some say in the matter. A 
commission of three or perhaps five members with a City Man¬ 
ager might be a sensible proposition to put up to the voters. 

But twenty-one aldermen controlling a City Manager, never. 

I do not anticipate commission form of government in this 
city for the present because I believe that most sections feel 
that they do not get any too much attention with three repre¬ 
sentatives such as they now have. They would hesitate to 
place the affairs of the city in the hands of three or five men. 
If any attempt were made to have a city manager controlled 
by a Board of 21, 1 should be strongly tempted to get out on the 
stump from Upper Falls to Nonantum and from the bridge at 
Weston to the terraces of Chestnut Hill, and argue that a 
Board of 21 controlling a City Manager would be a calamity 
for the city. 

It has sometimes seemed to me that a few Aldermen want 
somebody to sit in with them on the operating end of the city 
as the Comptroller now docs on the accounting end. The 
voters of Newton arc too wise to countenance such a pro¬ 
ceeding. As the Efficiency Expert says—we have an intelligent 
electorate. 

Let us remember that the present charter under which we 
have worked for so many years was framed by men who had 
had more experience in municipal affairs than has any member 
of this Board with possibly one exception. Let us not hastily 
discard what has worked well. 

I suggest as a substitute for the City Manager proposition 
a Mayor paid a sufficient salary so that he can devote a large 
part of his time to his work. 

During the six months following April first of last year the 
Water, Street and Forestry departments were carefully inves¬ 
tigated by Mr. Edwin A. Cottrell, an efficiency expert. The 
workings of these departments were studied for the purpose 
of ascertaining how further economies might be made so that 
the maximum efficiency at the piinijmint cost might be ob¬ 
tained, 


Mr. Cottrell’s report is both full 3vid favorable. It contains 
many valuable suggestions, the adoption of which by this Board 
I would most heartily approve. 

It is gratifying to learn from a disinterested inquirer that 
“Newton has fewer officials at the head of departments, is re¬ 
ceiving more and better service from the officials and em¬ 
ployees, is operating on a mote competent, efficient and eco¬ 
nomical, basis, and has a more intelligent and wide awake 
electorate than is usually found among American cities.” 

Mr. Cottrell recommends a Purchasing Agent for the city. 
I cannot see how he could save his salary. Criticism from 
local dealers, ever since I have been Mayor, is that the city 
is buying its supplies too cheaply. 

The new income-tax law, Chapter 269 of the Acts of 1916. 
goes into effect this year. This Act will, unless supplemented 
by an act increasing the borrowing capacity of the cities and 
towns of Massachusetts, present a problem unforeseen by the 
originators of this Act. 

At the present time the debt limit for cities is 2J4 per cent 
on the average of their assessed valuation for the three pre¬ 
ceding calendar years. This limitation has prevailed since the 
passage of the original municipal indebtedness act of 1S75 and 
there is some question whether there should not be an increase 
of the debt limit over the amount fixed in 1875. The new in¬ 
come tax law removes the assessment of intangible personal 
property from the domain of the local authorities and its ef¬ 
fect will be to reduce the valuations on which the local bor¬ 
rowing capacity must be determined and materially reduce in 
many instances the actual amount which may be borrowed for 
needed permanent improvements. 

The City of Newton will doubtless join with other cities and 
towns in this Commonwealth in the near future urging 
legislation so that the statutory debt limit will be increased at 
least to the extent to which it may be reduced by the operation 
of the new income tax law. 

An improvement which I would suggest for your con¬ 
sideration is the taking by the city of Brackett’s Coal Yard 
on Washington Street, between Newton and Newtonville. 

This should have been taken when Washington Street 
was widened. It will have to be taken some day. It can 
never be acquired by the city any cheaper than at the 
present time. It’s value will steadily increase. # 

If the city vacates premises now occupied across the 
tracks from the coal yard the owners of the coal yard 
might locate over there without much inconvenience to 
them. The yard as it is today presents an unsightly appear¬ 
ance upon our main thoroughfare going east and west. 

It should be eliminated. 

One of the most important questions which confront us 
at the opening of the year is the wage question and that of 
salaries. 

The high cost of living has been felt by many in the city’s 
employ whose wages or salaries are comparatively small. 
Already requests for increases have come from city la¬ 
borers, school teachers, school janitors and engineers, po¬ 
licemen and firemen. 

Facts and arguments presented convince me that these 
requests are reasonable. 

Newton is one of the wealthy cities of this Common¬ 
wealth and she ought at least to be as fair with her em¬ 
ployees as her sister cities and towns which are in her class. 

Food costs, rents, fuel, light and clothing are big items 
in living expenses which must be met in supporting a 
family. 

Standards of living are higher here than in any other 
country and these standards must be maintained. 

Our city laborers must be strong, self respecting and self 
supporting citizens. To be such they must be paid a living 
wage. 

A minimum wage of $2.50 per day was established last 
year for laborers and adjustments must be made the present 
year of the wages of those other than ordinary laborers in 
the Street, Water and Forestry Departments. I shall 
recommend the increases asked for and I trust that this 
Board will have the courage to meet the situation as it should 
be met. 

Leaving aside the high cost of living, the increases 
asked for in the various departments are no more than the 
jobs are worth, and no more than a city like Newton ought 
to pay the employees affected. 

Our finances are on a sound basis, as has already been 
said, and our Treasury Department is ably managed. Many 
view a city treasurer merely as the mechanical tax gatherer 
and as the holder of an unpopular office. 

May I say that Newton’s treasurer and collector conducts 
his office with a humanitarianism which dignifies the office. 
He has proved a most valuable man for the city and pro¬ 
cures his loans often on his own terms. 

Last year at the close of business on November 9th he 
had collected enough from the 1916 tax levy to pay all city 
notes issued in 1916, then outstanding, the last of which 
matured on November 8th also to take care of the State 


l 


tax and Metropolitan assessment due November 15th 
amounting to over $253,000 and leave a very satisfactory 
working balance. 

This was a record situation for our city. 

I again- call to your attention his need for more office 
space. The office at the present time is overcrowded. 

The Charity Department has ministered wisely to the 
poor inside and outside the City Home, has cared for Worthy 
Mothers and has done all in its power to relieve distress 
and suffering among the poor which is most acute in the 
winter months. 

I recommend that a fire alarm box be installed at the City 
Home, that fire escapes be placed upon the building, and 
that an outside ice chest be constructed. 

Many of the inmates of the home are bed ridden and 
greatest care should be taken to protect them against fire. 

The Police Department has rendered valuable service to 
our citizens during the past year. Life and property have 
been protected and order maintained throughout our city. 

The service rendered by our local department is equal 
if not better than that of most Police Departments in this 
Commonwealth. 

Certain officers have their enemies both inside and out¬ 
side the department and there is some friction which ought 
to be relieved. 

Notwithstanding all this, the city has been kept clean. 
Few crimes are committed and we have few criminals with 
whom to deal. We are free from the illegal sale of liquor. 
We have no gambling places and no disorderly houses. 
The police department deserves much credit for this con- 
lition, which is the pride of every thoughtful citizen, and 
which makes our city an ideal place in which to live and 
bring up a family. 

Whenever the members of this department have been 
sent to do out of town duty there has been nothing but 
praise for the admirable way in which that service has been 
performed. 

Some pessimists exaggerate the weaknesses of this de¬ 
partment and apparently judge it by some mistakes which 
individual members thereof make-, and by errors of the past. 
The fairer way of judging any department of the city is 
by the best it does. That’s the way we judge our horses— 
by their best performance. It is the way we ought to judge 
our employees and our fellow-men. 

The Frog Pond isn’t Boston and the Bowery isn’t New 
\ork, and the worst things that happen in any department or 
in the city are not the standard by which to judge that depart¬ 
ment or that city. 

\\ e have many good, efficient officers patrolling our streets 
who maintain law and order day and night throughout their 
district. 

The mistake which has been too often made in the Police 
Department and which is made in every Police Department is 
to overrate some officers and underrate others. I believe that 
every man should be rewarded as he deserves, should receive 
all the credit due him for police duty well done, and should be 
held responsible for the maintenance of law and order on his 
route. 

A fair sample of the work which the department can do was 
clearly demonstrated early last year when one of the worst 
crimes ever committed in this city was perpetrated in Auburn- 
dale. At that particular time most of our detective force was 
in New Jersey following up an alleged crook, whom they cap¬ 
tured. Nevertheless, the Lieutenant in charge at Headquarters, 
the Sergeant on duty and officers in that locality so conducted 
themselves and covered surrounding cities and towns that with¬ 
in a very short time the offenders were apprehended by Boston 
officers and turned over to our local police. 

Good work has been done by the department in placing “si¬ 
lent policemen” or traffic monitors along the speedways and at 
dangerous crossings upon our highways. Many have already 
been set up. More are needed. ( 

T his method seems to give the best protection for pedestrians 
and travellers upon the highway against reckless drivers as 
well as careful ones. 

Our police officers are' working alongside of their fellow 
officers in Boston, Brookline and in the Metropolitan reserva¬ 
tions, doing the same kind of work, yet receiving smaller pay. 
The increase requested should be granted. 

The Fire Department is in excellent condition with its equip¬ 
ment very nearly up to date. It has rendered good service in 
this city and in surrounding cities and towns when called upon 
for assistance. 

I shall recommend the purchase this year of another pump¬ 
ing engine, a triple combination, so called, similar to the one 
purchased last year. This engine will replace Engine 3 at New¬ 
ton Centre. 

When this purchase shall have been made the Newton hire 
Department will be completely motorized. The hose wagon 
now at Newton Centre will be transferred to Upper Falls and 
the wagon at Newton will shortly be sent to Auburndale.

DEATH OF FORMER RESIDENT 


Mr. Carl Schadiker Adams, whose 
death in Colorado Springs, Col., was 
recently announced, formerly lived on 
Grove Hill, Newtonville. He was 
born in Chicago, Ill., in February, 
1874, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Cliarles 
E. Adams. When their son Carl was 
five years of age the family removed 
from Chicago to Boston and soon to 
Newtonville, where they long made 
their home. 

Carl Adams prepared here for col¬ 
lege. Following his student days at 
Harvard, which he entered in 1892, 
he went to Berlin, determined upon 
a medical career, and after studying 
there he returned to Boston to enter 
Harvard Medical School, from which 
he was graduated in 1902. Then, he 
went abroad again, to continue his 
studies in Vienna, where he stayed a 
year or so. He made a specialty of 
skin diseases and intended to fit him¬ 
self as an expert dermatologist, and 
<*arly in his career as a student 
showed unusual insight in that branch 
of medical science which he had cho¬ 
sen for his life work. 

While in Vienna, Mr. Adams’s 
health became impaired and he aban¬ 
doned his studies there to return 
home, and here it was determined 
that he hud consumption. He was 
sent to Colorado Springs and had been 
obliged to live there since. As resi¬ 
dents of Newtonville", Mr. Adams’s 
parents were prominent in the social 
life there. For the past four or five 
years they have resided in Brookline.

The Christmas number of the "Re¬ 
view" was issued on the Friday be¬ 
fore the recent vacation. 

On tlio Friday afternoon before va¬ 
cation, the Junior hnskcthnll team 
captured the boys' interclnss cham¬ 
pionship by defeating the Seniors by 
a score of 32 to 0. The Sophomores 
won second place by a 19 to 3 victory 
over the Freshmen. This is the first 
year since the sport was adopted at 
Newton thnt the Seniors have not won 
tile championship. 

The school hockey squad has passed 
through two busy weeks, in prepara¬ 
tion for the opening games of the sea¬ 
son. The prospects for a strong team 
this season are unusually bright. 
The veterans are (’apt. LaCroix, Bun- 
tin, Eaton, Hughes, and Garrity. A 
large number of promising new candi¬ 
dates are contesting for the two vacant 
positions. 

The team will again be a member of 
the Interscholastic Hockey League, in 
which Newton has finished second for 
the past two seasons. The league this 
year will be made up of the same 
schools as in the past, with the excep¬ 
tion of Brookline High, which will bo 
a new member. Followers of Newton 
hockey are confident that the local 
team will capture the championship 
this winter. The strongest contend¬ 
ers will very probably be Brookline 
and Arlington. 

Newton’s first league contest will he 
played at the Boston Arena this after¬ 
noon, with the strong Arlington High 
seven as the opponents. Although 
this is the first important game for 
both teams, it will doubtless have 
much to do with the final standing in 
the league. 

Track candidates have been at work 
in the gymnasium during the week of 
vacation. The first practice was held 
Tuesday morning, December 26. The 
number of candidates was much less 
than had been expected, and lias failed 
to increase materially since that day. 
Coach Dickinson has issued a second 
call for candidates, and is anxious 
that the number shall be increased im¬ 
mediately. 

Prospects for a strong track team 
this winter are poorer than in past 
seasons. Only four members of last 
year’s star team are in school this 
winter, and of these only two are "N” 
men. Hayes, the star sprinter and 
300 yarder, Capt. Garrity in the 600, 
Bowen in the 1000 yard run, and Nut¬ 
ting in the short runs, are the best 
runners who have reported. Billings 
and Brimblecom should be the leaders 
in the high jump. Billings is also the 
most experienced shot putter. The 
hurdlers are almost entirely without 
experience, although Bowen and Dud¬ 
ley are showing fair form at present. 

The annual Interclass Meet will he 
held on Friday evening, January 26. 

Arthur S. Roberts, a former track 
captain of this school, and now a stu¬ 
dent at Syracuse University, won first 
place Monday night in the high jump 
of the junior national indoor cham¬ 
pionship meet held at Buffalo.

THE MAYOR’S ADDRESS 

(Continued from Page 4) 

The old IIosc House at Auburndale is not a suitable place 
for housing motor apparatus and alterations would have to be 
made before the transfer can be made. 

The present Hose House is a very old building. 

I recommend a new fire station for that locality and its erec¬ 
tion on the land at the junction of Ash and Auburn Streets. 

Within the next five years the present automatic fire alarm 
system in this city should he abandoned and a new central 
office system substituted therefor. 

This will necessitate the erection of a fireproof building and 
will mean a man on duty all the time, or three men on eight 
hour shifts. 

Such a system was installed in Cambridge last year and is, 
I believe, being installed in Somerville at the present time. 

Our present system was installed in 1897 and it was then 
anticipated that it would meet the required needs of the city 
for about twenty years. The twenty years will be up in Feb¬ 
ruary next. 

The present system will in a very few years he entirely out¬ 
grown and I make this suggestion that the matter may be care¬ 
fully considered. 

I recommend the purchase of a new car for the Chief of the 
Department, also the purchase of a second hand motor chasis 
upon which an old body may be placed. This can be used for 
educational purposes, to break in new drivers and it will also 
serve as a piece of spare apparatus to be used when occasion 
requires. 

During the past year the call captains have been replaced by 
permanent men and good fire fighters who have served the city 
for many years vacated offices which they had long and ably 
filled. They deserve the thanks of every property owner in 
this city. 

Last month Frank E. Judkins, engineer of Engine One since 
1874, was pensioned at his own request. His long term of serv¬ 
ice faithfully rendered in all kinds of weather entitles him to 
the rest which is now his and which we trust he will live long 
to enjoy. 

The city lost the services of a good fireman and a fine citi¬ 
zen when William E. Young died. 

Within a week the city has been asked to make a contribu¬ 
tion toward the erection of a forest fire observation station on 
Prospect Hill in the City of Waltham that these two cities with 
Lexington, Belmont, Arlington, Watertown, Wellesley and 
Needham may be protected against forest fires. This request 
comes^from the State Fire Warden. 

The limited appropriation made to the State Forestry De¬ 
partment for forest lire protection work will admit only of the 
maintenance of such towers of which there are, I believe, twen¬ 
ty-nine scattered throughout the Commonwealth, and which 
have been erected by contributions from cities and towns re¬ 
ceiving protection. 

A sixty foot tower located on Prospect Hill would cover the 
forested area in these cities and towns. 

The station would be equipped with a private telephone and 
would be connected with the several fire departments. It would 
also be furnished with maps and the best up-to-date equipment 
for detecting and locating forest fires. The contribution asked 
from Newton is $200. 

Plans have been made for a new Fire Station on Beacon 
Street and bids have been received. As soon as an appropria¬ 
tion, which I have recommended, is forthcoming, the work will 
he started This new station will adequately protect Lower 
Falls and give Waban better fire service. 

Our schools, which command the admiration of all authori¬ 
ties upon education, have been efficiently managed. The school 
system of Newton costs money. Any educational system worth 
while does. 

The largest appropriations of cities and towns are tor the 
education of children and young folks. In that fact lies the 
hope of a country like ours. \Ye cannot be too generous when 
it comes to the making of good and useful citizens. That is 
what our schools are doing. The hoys and girls of today are 
the men and women of tomorrow. 

I suggest that before any Alderman criticizes the conduct of 
our schools he visit every school house in the city, study the 
work done in the grades, in the classes for backward children, 
in the Classical High, the Technical High and the Vocational 
School and then conclude his investigations with a visit to the 
Evening Schools which are now holding sessions.

and several others and they all con¬ 
tained purposes and not methods. 
These constitutions are almost iden¬ 
tically alike, so much so that they 
might have been copied from one 
another. Some of the purposes were 
as follows.—To improve the condi¬ 
tions under which the people work. 
To encourage a higher standard. To 
cultivate friendliness among members 
of the craft. To assist all members of 
the craft in securing employment. To 
furnish aid in case of sickness or death. 
—These are a few of the thirteen pur¬ 
poses of the labor union constitutions. 
Now ns l said that night I support 
everyone of those purposes so far as 
supporting purpose goes. I am as 
good a union man ns anyone else. My 
complaint is not with the purposes 
but with their process. It is all very 
well to set forth purposes of high 
character but if you don’t follow the 
right road you can not get anywhere. 
The goal is admirable but the roads 
that are being taken are leading 
straight away from the purposes 
which arc set forth. 

Some of the cases which I would 
like to call to your attention just to 
show you what some of us who arc in 
the building trade are up against. 
Take the matter of fine impositions, 
in one of the noted cases which we 
have had during the last fifteen or 
twenty years the courts tested a case 
and issued the degree that fines im¬ 
posed by unions were unconstitutional. 
At the last Legislature there was a 
bill to make fines imposed by labor 
unions legal and this was supported 
by one of our most able men. Mr. 
Braudels. He used for an argument 
that fines imposed wefe so immaterial 
that they were very small indeed. 
That is the difference between theory 
and practical knowledge. We have 
some thirty or forty different trades 
in building all tied up together. You 
cannot get a modern building built 
unless you have thirty or forty trades 
invojved. We have had a great deal 
of trouble in the plaster trade. Mr. 
Brandeis said the fines were so little 
and yet the fines were about $69,000 
for one quarter for a year and that is 
for one trade out of thirty-five. When 
a man gets paid on Saturday he is 
told that there is a fine against him 
for $5 or whatever sum it is. If he 
doesn’t pay it there isn’t any work 
for him on the following Monday 
morning. 

I was called to New York a few 
years ago to have a meeting with a 
party of walking delegates of the 
building trade, of Ne\V York. 1 didn’t 
agree with what they wanted to do. 
We were locked in a room, a body of 
about 150 men and myself and after 
1 had finished talking the chairman 
said. “You have listened for an hour 
to Mr. Sawyer, have you any remarks 
to make?” Out of that body of one 
hundred and fifty men a tall gaunt 
man came forward, he walked straight 
up to me and put his clenched fist in 
my face and said. “Why don’t you stay 
at home where you belong instead of 
coming here telling us what to do." 
And characters like this man are con¬ 
trolling the trade everywhere and 
there are plenty of the same type that 
are misleading the workmen and we 
fellows on the Firing Line are up 
against this. 

We have sifted this question down 
to the employer and workman and I 
believe we ought to bring employer 
and workmen into one society with 
the purpose of bringing the man and 
the job together and to create a feel 


shop because 1 knew too much, and I 
did too much. After leaving there 1 
went into another shop and one day 
the foreman snid you know too much, 
keep down where you belong. You 
are not wanted to go on in this way. 
you are going too fast. Don’t know too 
much. That has been going on for 
several years and that is the reason I 
was discharged this last time.” Well. 
I got him a job in Worcester and sent 
him up there, and they took as good 
enre of him ns they could until they 
were compelled to drop him. and ho 
came back to mo and said, "I have my 
ticket to go hack to Russia.” 

Question. What are Unions doing to 
encourage apprenticeship, are they 
encouraging it. or discouraging it? 
Answer.— I think they are discourag¬ 
ing it. We often here people ask why 
more young American fellows don’t 
take up n trade. Well. 1 don’t blame 
them for not wanting to, they are 
held back too much.

The Feast of the Epiphany is to be 
celebrated on Saturday afternoon at 
many of the churches in Newton. It 
is called the Feast of Lights, and can¬ 
dles are freely used. In the Middle 
Ages this was the greatest (lav of the 
whole year and it was especially giv¬ 
en to hospitality. All over Europe the 
favorite name for a public house was 
“The Three Kings" and it is so to this 
day, and it is because the three Wise 
Men came from the East on their 
travels and must receive entertain¬ 
ment and it was fitting that they 
should find the house lighted for them. 

Grant Allen has written the follow¬ 
ing description in his travel book: — 

“The Magi who visited Christ in his 
infancy at Bethlehem were early de¬ 
scribed as Kings, and were made three 
in number, in accordance with a sup¬ 
posed prophetic utterance in the 72nd 
Psalm:—"The Kings of Tarshish and 
of the isles shall bring presents: the 
Kings of Sheba and Seba shall offer 
gifts.” 

“They are already represented in 
royal barbaric garb and given their 
mediaeval names of Caspar, Melchior 
and Balthasar in a mosaic of Theodoric 
the Goth at Ravenna in the fifth cen¬ 
tury. Their bones were discovered by 
St. Helena and carried by her to Con¬ 
stantinople. Thence they were taken 
to Milan and when Frederick Bar- 
lmrosse stormed and destroyed Milan 
in 1162, he presented the remains of 
the Three Kings to the Archbishop of 
Cologne. 

"The great Cathedral was built in 
honor of Caspar, Melchior and Baltha¬ 
zar, the three saints of Cologne, and 
in the chief recess behind the High 
Altar of the mighty minster they 
placed in the seat of honour the bones 
'of the ancient saints in the Chapel of

TO ENFORCE PEACE

At the annual meeting of the New- 
,ton noard of Trade, Mr. J. Mott Hallo- 
. well gave an interesting address on the 
purpose of the League to Enforce 
Peace. Mr. Hallowell said in part— 
Twelve months ago the principles 
of the Lcnguo to Enforce peace, for 
which I speak tonight, were merely a 
set of abstract propositions under con- 
I slderation by a few specialists in in- 
j ternational law but regarded, even by 
| them, as possibilities of the remote 
[ future. Today they form one of the 
greatest practical political questions 
> that the world is now considering. 
They have been approved by the late 
Republican candidate for the presi¬ 
dency, Mr. Hughes. They are ap-

proved by President Wilson. They 
have the endorsement of Lord Bryce, 
Lord Asquith, Sir Edward Grey, 
Lloyd George. Lord Curzon ami. 
Premier Briand. Public press dis¬ 
patches are authority for the state¬ 
ment that they are supported even by 
the high Imperial Chancellor of Ger¬ 
many. In the United States, state or¬ 
ganizations have been formed in 44 
states with an ever increasing mem¬ 
bership. The Massachusetts State 
Branch, although having made no 
special attempt to get membership, 
. has now an active membership of over 
8000. 

First, let me now state a few ele¬ 
mentary principles. The League to 
Enforce Peace Is not an attempt to 
end the present war. I cannot em- 
. phasize this fact too strongly. The 
League to Enforce Peace has nothing 
to do with the present war and is 
making no attempt either direct or 
indirect to bring it to a close. 


Second, the League to Enforce 
Peace is not an anti-Preparedness or¬ 
ganization. I happen to be one of its 
officers, and I am likewise a life mem¬ 
ber of the Security League. 

What It proposes to do is to have the 
United States lead the way after the 
close of the present war in advancing 
the science of international law so that 
in the future international difficul¬ 
ties will be settled by process of law 
instead of by process of war. In 
other words, what we intend to have 
is an international tribunal before 
which nations will be compelled to 
submit their international difficulties 
for a hearing before they go to war 
about them. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States is such a court, keeping the 
peace between the States. There is no 
reason why this principle should not 
be developed in the formation of an 
international supreme court. It has 
boon successfully worked out in one 
hemisphere, and there is no reason 
why it cannot be worked out in two. 
There is no such court now in exist¬ 
ence and the end of this war will be 
the psychological moment for one to 
be formed. 

The Tribunal at the Hague is not 
such a court for the reason that there 
exists no force with authority to com¬ 
pel nations to go before the Hague. 
There is no compelling power any¬ 
where on the face of the globe which 
can say to a strong nation about to 
attack a weaker one. “Stop! If you 
have any just cauhe of complaint 
against your weaker neighbor, state 
your cause before the Hague and let 
your neighbor do the same thing, so 
that the world may judge between 
you.” The Hague Tribunal is a pur- 
iy voluntary tribunal. No nation is 
required to appear before it and this 
is its weakness. 

The proposition of the League to 
Enforce Peace is, approximately 
stated, to put force behind the Hague. 
It advocates, that after the close of 
the present war, the United States 
shall lead the great powers of the 
world in forming a league of nations, 
all of which will agree that before 
lighting about any international dif¬ 
ficulties they will submit such difficul¬ 
ties for a hearing before a fair, neu 
tral tribunal. They likewise are to 
agree that they will all jointly use 
their economic and military forces 
against any nation that breaks its 
faith and attacks another without 
first submitting the question at issue 
to the tribunal as aforesaid. 

Most nations now fight at the drop 
of the hat. War is declared in hot 
blood. If a cooling-off spell were pro¬ 
vided during which each side heard 
the cause of the other, in nineteen out 
of twenty, war would be avoided. 
This is what we propose, and we pro¬ 
pose to enforce it. No member of the

RELIGION AND SOCIAL MOVEMENTS 

Rev. Dr. Walter G. Rauschenbush the Speaker at the Newton 
South Community Forum 


At the weekly meeting of the New¬ 
ton South Community Forum held 
Sunday afternoon at Lincoln hall, the 
speaker was Prof. Walter Rauschen- 
hush, T).D., on the subject of “The Old 
Religious Faith and the New Social 
Enthusiasm.” 

Dr. Rauschenbush said in part: — 

The subject about which I am going 
to speak to you today comprises of 
two things. The old faith and the new 
social enthusiasm. Here are two great 
spiritual forces, the greatest spiritual 
forces in modern times. Both have 
their own history, each of them has its 
own distinctive character. The religi¬ 
ous faith was the faith of our fathers 
and has been handed down for cen¬ 
turies. It has had a great influence 
on the English, French and German 
languages, the three greatest lan¬ 
guages on this earth today. The effect 
it has had in art and music. Take 
out art and see what n loss it would 
be, take put music and what a I03S 
there would be there. Religion has 
been an inspiring force in all Chris¬ 
tianity. Christianity has given to hu¬ 
manity many saints and heroes to the 
human race. It is very likely that 
some of us may be thinking of the 
time when a great deal of intolerance, 
bitterness and cruelty that were put 
into human history from religion. We 
must not lose the fact that the Chris¬ 
tian church was put down in a dark 
and cruel time. There is no doubt that 
the Christian religion and Jewish re¬ 
ligion too for that matter, are a good 
deal like an old man who shows scars 
of old age. No man will come to old 
age, who will not feel repentance and 
sorrow. In 1008 the census showed 
that there were 33,000,000 members of 
the Church. If you take all the fra¬ 
ternal organizations together they 
probably do not make 12,000 while 
some men belong to more than one or¬ 
ganization but they do not belong to 
more than one church. It is wonderful 
that the church has been able to hold 
them. It does not give them anything 
in return like an insurance policy or 
a sick benefit. 

The social movement is comparative¬ 
ly young. Take the modern radical 
movement of politics or the single tax 
movement or any of these, not one can 
compare with the social movement of 
modern times. Most of us are con¬ 
nected with one. two or probably three 
of these, but taking them altogether 


they have been bound by a common 
bond of enthusiasm. 

Here are these two great-movements 
side by side each of them with its own 
spirit of enthusiasm and love. Now 
what is the attitude of these two great 
spiritual forces in modern times? 
They run parallel to a considerable 
degree, on the other hand they are 
rival movements, just because they 
have so much in common, they clash 
at certain points and each tries to hold 
its adherence to and to keep them 
away from the other. The Christian 
church holds on to its own and be¬ 
comes selfish against the movement 
that antagonizes its pow’er. The social 
movement is angry against the Chris¬ 
tian church for holding on to the peo¬ 
ple so fast. 

The church has the feeling that 
many of the social movements are dan¬ 
gerous. My conviction is that we 
ought to have a combination of the 
two, the church and the social move¬ 
ment and we will not rest until we 
combine the two. Every man needs 
the information that would come to 
him through this movement which is 
represented by social teaching and he 
would have a much wider outlook. 
The religious people who have received 
into their minds the ideals of the so¬ 
cial movement show* a gentleness and 
force which other men do not have. 
Those who have taken up social en¬ 
thusiasm have received into their per¬ 
sonality something that enlargens 
them and immediately reacts on their 
religious life. When 1 was young I 
felt the power of salvation and Chris¬ 
tianity and the desire to help all hu¬ 
manity. When I came to maturity I 
had a great desire to help humanity 
and serve God and it was only choice 
whether I would go and be a mission¬ 
ary or become a minister and I chose 
the latter. In New York I came into 
contact with social enthusiasm, some¬ 
thing which had been kept away from 
me all my life. In my home and in 
my college life I never came into con¬ 
tact with it. Then I came into con- 
I tact with the Henry George land tax 
movement, single tax movement, labor 
movement and then came the war and 
peace movement which of course is a 
newer one. I give addresses to relig¬ 
ious people and sometimes to social¬ 
ists. When I talk to the religious peo 
pie I give them social ideas which they 
do not like and which they ought to

hnve and when I talk to socialists I 
take up religion which they do not like 
but which they both need. 

When a man gets along in years he 
cannot change his ideas from those his 
father and forefather have had. The 
same is true with the Christian 
Church, It cannot drop the Ideas of 
long ago and take up those of the pres¬ 
ent needs. When a denomination of 
any kind starts out they have some 
ideas and have a certain enthusiasm 
and swing in it and after a time they 
lose that swing and enthusiasm and 
mark time. 

One great fact that the union of these 
two forces would have in regard to 
modern judgment by the church relat¬ 
ing to sin. Unless you can show a man 
that his past life is over and that he 
can start anew you cannot make him 
repent. The trouble with the Christian 
Church has been that it has put its 
finger on sins that are not large 
enough. 

I have a friend who is a health 
officer in the City of Toronto and he 
told me sometime ago that if they 
tested milk and found it bad they | 
poured it out into the streets and 
pasted a red label on the empty cans. 
When the farmers go to get the em- 
ty cans they all stay to see who has 
the cans with the red label. When one 
farmer came along he greeted every¬ 
one as he passed and when lie saw the 
red label on his cans he swore, in fact, 
he swore a good round oath and then 
he took his cans home. This man was 
a very religious man but his church 
excluded hiTh, but why, because he had 
been sending bad milk to the babies 
in the city? No, they excluded him 
because he swore. I think that is a 
good illustration on the way which 
the church do not touch the big sins 
but slide over them and go after the 
small ones. In the teachings of Jesus 
you find that he says almost nothing 
in regard to drunkenness, but he says 
a good deal in regard to the sin of 
money. The Church has reversed that 
process, it lias given a great deal to 
sex sin and drunkenness, but it has 
given no thought to the sin of money. 
The wealthy people think that they 
are good people and have a right to 
condemn the poor. Jesus would re¬ 
verse that I am sure. Through the 
union of the Church and social en¬ 
thusiasm the Christian Church would

The residents of Newton who re¬ 
ceive their water bills the present 
week will note that the advance charge 
for water has been reduced from $10 
to $9 a year. This marks the third 
step in the campaign inaugurated.- 
more than ten years ago by the 
GRAPHIC for a reduction in water 
rates. The first step took place under 
Mayor Hutchinson when the former 
charge of $2.00 for meter rent was 
abolished. The second step under 
Mayor Hatfield when the rate per 1000 
gallons was reduced from 35 to about 
30 cents and the faucet rate dropped 
from $6 to $5. Coupled with the reduc¬ 
tion in the advanced charge which is 
noted on the 1917 bills will be a fur¬ 
ther reduction in the rate per 1000 
gallons from 30 to a little less than 27 
cents, altho this will not show on the 
bills until July for some and next 
January for the remainder. These 
various reductions figured on the 
amount of water now consumed show 
that the water takers of Newton are 
paying about $40,000 or 30 per cent 
less than the water consumers of ten 
years ago. In connection with this 
subject, let us again urge that steps 
be taken to pay for water main ex¬ 
tensions out of bond issues instead 
of out of earnings as at present. This 
would relieve the water revenue of 
about $30,000 annually and allow a 
still further reduction in the present 
rate. If the water used in this city 
was being furnished by a private com¬ 
pany (similar to the electricity fur¬ 
nished by the Edison Co.) there would 
be no doubt of a strong and vigorous 
protest against allowing a private cor¬ 
poration to use its earnings to in¬ 
crease its plant. And yet that is just 
what the City of Newton is doing to¬ 
day with its water revenue. This sub¬ 
ject was touched upon in the recent 
repoi^ of the Efficiency expert and 
should be heeded by our city fathers. 
It should also be said that a private 
corporation would make a charge of 
$25,000 annually for water used at 
hydrants, would receive at least $15,- 
000 from the Street department for 
flushing sewers, watering streets and 
similar work and would make several 
thousand dollars from water supplied 
the school, fire, police and other mu¬ 
nicipal departments. No wonder with 
all those burdens placed on the 
shoulders of the water consumers of 
today, we have about as high a water 
rate as any place in the state. 

—o— 

Mayor Childs calls for an expensive 
program if all his inaugural recom¬ 
mendations to the city aldermen are 
carried out. The new supply yard and 
city stable on the South side is prob¬ 
ably the most worthy. It has been 
recommended by the Efficiency Ex¬ 
pert and has long been under consid¬ 
eration. 

The city government ought to give 
the most careful study to the sug¬ 
gestion that new fire stations he built 
at Lower Falls and Auburndale in 
order to find out if there is not some 
possibility of postponing these expen¬ 
ditures while the present high prices 
for material and labor prevail.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


Suffrage loaders of Washington arc 
planning a parade on Inauguration 
Day, March 4 in which women from nil 
over the country will t.nke pnrt. It ts 
Intended that this suffrage parade 
shall eclipse any previous demonstra¬ 
tion in the country. Its purpose will 
he not only to Impress Congress with 
the power of the women of the United 
States, hut to furnish a concrete proof 
to the tens of thousands of visitors, 
who will he present at that time, that 
the adherents of woman suffrage are 
a force to be reckoned with in politics, 
as well ns in the home. 

Resides all the other ghosts Mr. 
David Lloyd George must face in the 
new British administration, there will 
be that Banquo’a apparition of 3,219,000 
women at work for their country. 
England simply can’t do without them 
for there seems to be no limit to the 
class of work women can do. Any 
redistribution of rights and privileges 
in Great Britain will have to look in 
the face three quarters of a million 
women who directly left their homes 
to take the places of men nt the front, 
and the 2,500,000 who have Indirectly 
replaced male labor. The thoughts of 
Lloyd George just now need to he 
long, long thoughts. 

Mrs. Newton D. Baker, wife of the 
Secretary of War, has agreed to help 
the National American Woman Suf¬ 
frage Association in its fight for na¬ 
tion-wide equal suffrage through Con¬ 
gress. She will have as her able as¬ 
sistants Mrs. William Jennings Bryan 
and Mrs. David F. Houston, wife of 
one of the President’s cabinet ad¬ 
visors. 

While the importance of the women’s 
vote in the presidential contest Is open 
to debate, there is no doubt that the 
election marked a decided advance for 
the women’s cause. For one thing, the 
contention that women would not avail 
themselves of the voting privilege, 
even though it were accorded them, 
appears not to have been well found¬ 
ed when 40 per cent, of the vote in a 
big state like Illinois is estimated to 
have been polled by women. Another 
interesting point Is found in the state¬ 
ments that the women voters, though 
unused to the process, marked their 
ballots quickly, intelligently and with 
very few errors causing an invalidat¬ 
ing of votes. It cannot he doubted 
that these developments will be of 
value to the women in promoting their 
campaign for suffrage in other states. 
It is true that in order to lend solid 
justification to their cause women’s 
interest must he displayed, not in ex¬ 
ceptional instances merely, hut as a 
regular thing. But so far as it goes 
the recent election promises advan¬ 
tage to the suffragists.—Springfield 
(Mass.) Union. 

By a unanimous vote the Dutch Par¬ 
liament has removed the constitutional 
disqualification of women for the 
franchise. 

This means that women will no lon¬ 
ger be refused the ballot merely be¬ 
cause they are women. A revision of 
the electoral law, however, is neces¬ 
sary before the actual granting of the 
vote is effected. 

This action is the result of an an¬ 
nouncement made by Queen Wilhelm- 
ina a year ago that the government 
was to introduce a bill into Parliament 
eliminating the existing hindrances to 
the granting of suffrage to the women 
of Holland.

FOURT^ INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

OF THE 

HON. EDWIN O. CHILDS 


(Continued from last week) 

Until one has thoroughly comprehended what is being done 
in this city and what the tax-payers demand for their children, 
he is not qualified to legislate upon any phase of the problem of 
education. 

Mr. William H. Rice retires from the School Board this 
year after ten years of service. Reflection upon the construc¬ 
tive work accomplished during that period in which he has had 
a large share ought to furnish him with enough satisfaction to 
fully compensate him for any sacrifices which he has made for 
the welfare of the young people of this city. 

The Board of Assessors has been constantly at its important 
and difficult task and ha c discovered enough of the hidden 
treasures of this city, which when added to our real estate 
values make it possible for us to pay the city’s bills. 

The Accounting System, generally speaking, is working well. 
There is, however, some friction which ought to be eliminated. 
This can easily be done by substituting common sense for law 
in cases arising which man-made law never contemplated. 

The Comptroller has been alive to his responsibilities and has 
watched operations with a keen eye. It is a matter worthy of 
note that he has detected no bills which were fraudulent or 
exorbitant. This is because there have been none. 

The accounts of the city are intelligently kept and are at all 
times open to the inspection of any citizen. 

Any tax-payer desiring the same can have an intelligent 
statement of the true financial and operating condition of the 
city, statements such as they would demand from any business 
enterprise in which they were interested. 

An intelligent balance sheet of its assets and liabilities and 
an intelligent and classified statement of its revenues and ex¬ 
penses is at all times available. 

Our Public Buildings are in better condition than they have 
been in twenty years and are pretty nearly normal, considering 
their age. 

As time goes on new heating apparatus wfill have to be in¬ 
stalled in some of them and, in the interest of economy, depre¬ 
ciation must be cared for. 

The work on school houses recommended bv the Fire Haz¬ 
ard Commission has been completed with the exception of the 
sprinklers and these arc in process of installation. 

The most important recommendation of that Commission, 
however, has been apparently tabled or overlooked; namely, 
that of having a school house inspector. Such an officer is the 
Keystone in the arch which this Commission has constructed 
for the safeguarding of lives of the young people of this city. 

I recommend that such an office be created, the holder there¬ 
of to supervise and inspect buildings and see to it that our 
school houses are at all times safe and in proper condition. 

Had such an officer been on the job the recent fire in the 
Emerson School which was caused by spontaneous combus¬ 
tion and which cost several hundred dollars would not, in all 
probability, have occurred. Such an officer attached to the 
office of the Building Commissioner and under his direction 
would have supervision of all the fire hazard safeguards of 
the entire school system and of the up-keep of school property. 
Such time as might not be required for school work could be 
spent in the Buildings Department, where the work is increas¬ 
ing every day. 

We have spent over $50,000 in altering school houses. We 
certainly need some one to see to it that the plan outlined by 
the Commission is carried out. 

Divided responsibility will not accomplish the result desired. 

A single responsible head is needed to look after things for 
the purpose of saving life, of keeping men up to their duty, 
and of protecting property by mending breaks when they are 
small, and making repairs before there is a total loss. 

Such a head the Fire Hazard Commission recommended. 
Such a head I now recommend. To create this office would be 
economy on the part of the city. 

The Legal Department of the city lias rendered satisfactorily 
every service required of it and the legal affairs of the city 
have been well cared for in the courts, before Commissions, 
and on Beacon Hill. 

I am glad to express to Mr. Bishop for myself as well as for 
the heads of departments our appreciation for the prompt and 
courteous attention which he has always given to our requests. 
The many clear opinions which he has rendered have made 
difficult problems disapjiear. 

The Street Department has had an exceedingly busy year 
and has done excellent work with the money provided. 

Our main thoroughfares running north and south, and 
cast and west, are in good condition. 

More money will be needed this year for new sidewalks, 
and fur the maintenance of streets and sidewalks. 

We shall try to have a patching group in each division, 
which will give prompt attention to defects in the roadway 
before they become great. 

As much as heretofore shoulej be spent for the resurfacing 


I recommend that Dedham, Winchester and Parker 
Streets be rebuilt and drained, and that this work be paid 
for by an issue of bonds. 

Two trucks should be purchased this year, a 3^-ton 
truck and a 2^-ton, the larger to be used in the summer 
time during the oiling season, and for carting crushed stone, 
and in the winter for the collection of ashes. The smaller 
one for use with a snow scraper, and as a tractor in the 
carting of sand, ashes and paper. 

Eighteen old horses were disposed of during the past 
year, and a few new ones will have to be purchased soon. 

Last winter was the hardest on streets in years. Frost 
went in two feet and out again in twenty-four hours, which 
left them in poor condition in the early spring. 

Last fall a committee was appointed to consider the mat¬ 
ter of dumps and report to the Board of Aldermen. This 
committee has had the benefit of the services and experience 
of Alderman Blake, for which the city is his debtor. The 
report is about ready. 

For several years the dump problem has been a source of 
great annoyance, not only to city officials, but to those also 
who live in close’proximity to the dumps. 

One incinerator centrally located, or two, one on the 
north side, and one on the south side of the city appear to 
be the remedy to those of us who have given the matter 
serious thought. 

I am confident that this Committee will present a satis¬ 
factory solution to this problem, and I shall support fully 
any recommendation which may be made, whereby aesthetic 
results may be gotten through legal means and the greatest 
nuisance in the city abated. 

Newton is a poorly lighted city. Arrangements have been 
made with the Edison Company, whereby, commencing 
this year, more than 1600 lamps will be replaced by those 
of a much higher candle power, and all of this without addi¬ 
tional cost to the city. 

I recommend that the lights of the city be kept burning 
from sunset to sunrise and that an appropriation be made 
to cover the additional cost. 

I recommend also that the Newtonville supply yard and 
the Willow and Pettee Streets Stables be abolished, and 
that a new supply yard and stable be established at Cook 
Street. 

During the year Messrs. Thomas, Antonelli and Fitz¬ 
gerald, faithful employees of the Street Department, have 
died, and Messrs. Flaherty, Daley, Leary, Meade and Hickey 
have received pensions. These men gave the best years 
of their lives and all that was in them to this city. 

The Health of our city has been good. We have had the 
usual amount of contagious diseases. 

In the summer and fall a few cases of infantile paralysis 
developed, followed by the scare which always accompanies 
this dreaded disease. 

There was, however, no epidemic in Newton, and time 
has proved that the situation was wisely and effectively 
handled. 

This outbreak led to several postponements of the open¬ 
ing of the schools but when they did open the Board of 
Health had doctors and nurses in each school building and 
every pupil was carefully examined on the opening day. 

The work of the doctors and nurses upon this occasion 
was nothing short of marvellous. 

They worked hard and reported to the Health Depart¬ 
ment the result of their observations before the day was 
ended. 

The Hospital Contract ran out last year and a new one 
has been executed satisfactory and favorable to both parties. 

The Garbage Contract expires in May. I recommend that 
the system in vogue for more than a score of years, be 
continued, and that the work be done by contract. 

The City of Newton is not at the present time prepared 
to handle its own garbage. 

We ought I think to appreciate the work which the 
Health Board is doing, also the important service which is 
being rendered school children by our school doctors and 
nurses. 

The Playground Commission has prosecuted its work 
with diligence, and the needs of young people in the various 
villages, so far as recreation is concerned, have been met. 

The importance of playground work cannot be overesti¬ 
mated. I regard it as one of the most important agencies 
in the making of good citizens. 

Playground activities are a part of our education system 
and make a large contribution to the general health of the 
community. 

Lessons learned on the playground properly supervised, 
will stand our youth well in later life. 

There the rich and poor meet together, and the true 
American spirit is developed, that spirit which insures pure 
democracy and the elimination of aristocracy from our citi 
zenship. 

This year the need is to broaden out on supervision, 
of streets. 


More should be done for Newton proper. 

The Bigelow School grounds should be used more in 
spring and fall under supervision—and the Lincoln School 
grounds should be equipped with a children’s corner, with 
sand box, swings and a supervisor in charge. 

The Charles River which skirts our city offers great pos¬ 
sibilities for swimming, and I recommend as strongly as I 
know how the erection of bath houses at Auburndale, and 
at Allison Park in Nonantum. 

There is already a bath house at Upper Falls and if these 
two new ones can be erected the boys and girls of our 
city will have an opportunity to indulge safely in one of the 
finest of outdoor sports. 

With the river all around us we certainly have been ex¬ 
ceedingly slow to embrace opportunities which nature has 
placed at our very door. I consider the recommendation f6r 
bath houses as important as any I shall make. 

Considerable criticism has been made during the past year 
because the boys of other parts of our city have thronged 
to Crystal Lake for bathing. 

Give them the same advantages in their own village, an^d 
they will gladly stay at home. 

The boys of Wards 1, 2, 3 and 4 are not overjoyed at the 
thought of having to travel to Newton Centre in order to 
have a swim. They would much prefer an opportunity 
nearer home. 

I trust that the Aldermen from Wards 5 and 6 will join 
with the Aldermen from the North Side of the city with 
the end in view of having suitable bathing facilities in the 
places specified. 

A new sanitary on the Newton Highlands playground is 
an absolute necessity and should be provided this year. 

This playground is removed from the centre of popula¬ 
tion and for that reason makes the erection of a sanitary 
station imperative. 

Cabot Park will also need one in the near future. 

The North diamond on Cabot Park should be improved 
in the spring. It should be laid out in the proper manner 
and graded. 

This work is necessary, inasmuch as both diamonds are 
in great demand during the baseball season. 

At Upper Falls playground a bad piece of swamp land 
should receive attention. If this is filled it will add one acre 
to the playground, which addition is needed for the little 
children and the girls. 

Boyd Park should have a supervisor during the entire 
day in the summer time. Large numbers of young folks 
frequent this playground which is one of the most popular 
of the smaller playgrounds of the city. 

In regard to skating it is interesting to note that Newton 
people had ten days more skating last year than did the 
people of any other place in Greater Boston. This was 
due to the watchfulness and care of the Commission. 

Bullough’s Pond should be properly lighted for skating 
this year by making little islands into which posts may be 
set with lights. 

These posts can be removed when the skating season is 
over. 

By doing this, evening skating can be better enjoyed by 
clerks, students and those who work day times in our in¬ 
dustries. 

Too much effort, in my judgment, cannot be made toward 
inducing our people to get their recreation out of doors. 

Fresh air and sunshine are far better health promoters 
than stuffy pool rooms, picture houses or theatres. 

The improvement work done during the past year in the 
South Meadow Brook valley between Dedham Street and 
Dudley Road marks the commencement of an important drain¬ 
age improvement which has been under consideration for many 
years and for which extensive surveys and plans were made 
in the year 1898. 

The continuation of this important work will be of great 
advantage to this section of the city and will also render more 
effective the work done during the past year, the completion 
of which is in part dependent upon the carrying out of a com¬ 
plete system of drainage for this valley. 

During the past few years but comparatively little work has 
been dc/ne on oin* system of surface drainage, both as regards 
the main streams and the lateral drains in the streets, as com¬ 
pared with the work done during the period from 1901 to 1908. 

Of our 146 miles of accepted streets, only about 50 per cent 
arc provided with an adequate system of surface drainage. 
New streets accepted by the city are required by our ordinances 
to be furnished with a suitable system of surface drains, but a 
great many of our old streets, particularly those which were 
laid out prior to the year 1897 have but meagre provisions for 
the disposal of surface water. 

A policy of doing a reasonable amount of work each year on 
both our main brooks and lateral drains according to a pre¬ 
determined plan appears to be extremely advisable and has the 
support both of the City Engineer and myself. 

The Legislature by Chapter 190 of the Acts cf 1916 author¬ 
ized the appointment of a Board of Survey for cities and 


towns. 

I suggest for your consideration the advisability of accepting 
this Act and the appointment of such a Board to prevent the 
improper development of our city. Possibly the members of 
the Planning Board could constitute this Board of Survey. 

I also call to your attention the fact that the city adopted 
the “building line law,” so called, in 1893. It might be wise to 
make some investigation of certain streets and corners in our 
city with the idea in view of eliminating blind comers now 
existing and their prevention in the future. 

The additional reservoir storage which I. a year ago. rec¬ 
ommended was provided for by an appropriation of $65,892 
made June 1st and the contract, a most advantageous one for 
the City, awarded on June 8th to the Old Colony Construction 
Co. of Boston. The Company has been hampered by the scarc¬ 
ity of skilled labor and slow delivery of material, but the work 
is now slightly more than half finished and an extension of 
time has been asked to June 8. 1917. \yhen finished the stor¬ 
age available will provide two days’ maximum consumption, 
completing the covered structure designed 26 years ago, the 
first unit of which was built in 1892 and the second in 1902. 
and ample for City needs far into the future. 

The Department recommends as outlined two years since, 
abandoning the whole system of shallow collecting galleries 
substituting another large well sunk practically to bed-rock and 
drafted on by an electrically operated pump. * 

Results from the well now in use warrant the belief that 
large quantities of high grade water can be had from the ter¬ 
ritory owned by the City and this method will render avail¬ 
able the water stored in the sand and gravel of the Charles 
River Valley to a depth of nearly 40 feet. The existing con¬ 
duits only skim the surface—much more water can be pro¬ 
cured by going down into the saturated sand and gravel. Con¬ 
struction work, both main and service, has been heavy during 
the past year and bid fair to be so the coming one. 

A ten per cent reduction in the rate charged for water goes 
into effect today and includes a lessening of the minimum 
charge from $10 to $9 per annum. The reforestation of the 
Water Shed should go on and work started last year continued 
along the line of planting and improving fire lines. 

The work of the Forestry Department has been carried on 
successfully, and I recommend the adoption of the suggestions 
of the efficiency expert so far as they relate to this department. 

The Newton Public Library is rendering valuable service 
to the community. I recommend that the vacation period for 
the assistants there be increased to three weeks,and that the 
ordinance be so amended as to make this possible. These as¬ 
sistants up to a short time ago always received three weeks 
vacation. Other cities and towns grant it. \\ e ought to. 

I have thus outlined some of the more important matters 
which ought to claim our attention. 

From time to time I shall make other recommendations and 
shall gladly co-operate with you in any legislation which you 
may suggest, and which the welfare of our people demands. 

The best results can only be obtained by our working to¬ 
gether with a sober and conscientious concern for those whose 
servants we are. 

Let us work zealously to secure benefits not only for the 
present generation, but for those who will succeed to the 
blessings of our municipal life. 

This is no place for'partisan zeal, or for the striving for 
selfish ends. 

Appreciating our responsibility and the duty we owe to all 
the people of this city may we do nothing which will cause 
their interests to suffer or to make them ashamed of us. 

This city has given to all of us the best it has. It deserves 
from us the best that we can give. 

Either we will be for our fellow citizens or against them. 
There is no middle ground in public service. 

The quality of the service we render is one of the tests of 
true religion. 

Our duty to our city and our country is just as sacred as 
our duty to our family and our church and is a part of our 
duty to God. 

Resolving in our minds on this New Year’s day to make 
every effort for the promotion of the public welfare guarantees 
good government at the very start. 

Our task is a big one but we don’t have to work alone. 

We shall have the help and support of our fellow citizens. 

People as a rule watch closely and carefulh scrutinize tin 
acts of their public servants and yet they are always willing 
to give a fair and reasonable estimate of their fidelity and'iw 
fulness and stand ready at all times to assist by counsel and 
encouragement. 

That I have found to be true. 

Each one of us when we took our oath of office sealed hi' 
obligation with these words, “So help me God. Let us not 
forget that in the last analysis a Supreme Power helps us in 
public as well as in private life and that strength for every 
duty will be provided by Him whose goodness and mercy have 
never failed the man or group of men who put their trust in 
Him.

OF ANCIENT LINEAGE 


The death last Friday of Charles 
Hamlet Dewing at Auburndale, re 
moves from Newton one more of the 
last generation whose family was 
prominent in the earlier history of the 
town. He was a lineal descendant of 
Andrew Dewing the first settler in that 
part of old Dedham which is now Wel¬ 
lesley. Andrew Dewing bought from 
the Indians a stretch of land bordering 
the Charles Rivet and nbout 1640 built 
a block house which, for a time, was 
the nearest white settlement to the 
Natick Indians. Mr. Dewing’s father, 
Paul Dewing, was one of the first pa¬ 
per makers dT Newton I^ower Falls, 
when, nearly a century ngo, the Lower 
Falls wns tho second paper making 
center in the country nnd a thriving 
and prosperous industrial community. 
In fact, up to 1820, the only post office 
established by the Government within 
Newton was at the I»wer Falls. 

Mr. Dewing’s maternal grandfather 
wns Thomas Durant, also of the i/ower 
Falls. He designed and built St. 
Mary’s Church and was one of the first 
wardens. This Thomas Durant was 
the great grandson of old Edward Du¬ 
rant, a blacksmith and tavern keeper 
of Boston who, in 1730, conceived the 
idea of establishing a "country place” 
outside of Boston. Accordingly he 
bought 91 acres, including all of No- 
nantum hill except tho northern slope 
then owned by Captain John Jackson. 
For this piece of land he paid 1800 
pounds. At the top of the hill he built 
his “country house.” It was decupled 
at the time of the Revolution by the 
son Edward, Thomas Durant’s grand¬ 
father, who had been a delegate from 
Newton to the Provincial Congress. 
In 1782, after Thomas Durant’s father 
had been lost at sea on a Revolution¬ 
ary privateer, the house passed into 
the hands of the Kendrick family. It 
still stands on Waverley avenue, its 
original simplicity and quaintness lost 
in a remodelling. Another one of 
Thomas Durant’s ancestors was Deacon 
John Jackson who, in 1639, established 
the first permanent settlement in New¬ 
ton. Later he gave an acre of land 
for the old burial ground and upon it 
was erected the first church in 1660. 

Charles H. Dewing was born at New¬ 
ton Lower Falls November 16, 1834, in 
the home of his grandfather, Thomus 
Durant. The house is still standing 
on the river side of Washington street, 
the second house this side of the Falls. 
As his father was not successful in 
the paper business, Mr. Dewing be¬ 
came a “boy” in an old Boston -shoe 
house. 

Subsequently he became a member 
of the firm of Mackinney & Co., pro¬ 
moters. The firm introduced the "cop¬ 
per toe” for boys’ shoes, a novelty 
popular just before the Civil War. 

Later Mr. Dewing’s firm w*nt to 
New York and took part in the exten¬ 
sive railroad building that followed 
immediately after the close of the war. 
They built the first railroad bridge 
across the Hudson at Poughkeepsie. 

Mr. Dewing later held the first elec¬ 
tric lighting franchise for the city of 
Chicago, but was unable to secure 
captital to establish the enterprise. In 
1878 he returned to Boston and was 
employed in various businesses. At 
the time of his death ho was secretary 
of the Pittsburgh District Electric 
Company. 

Although with no formal education 
beyond the village school, Mr. Dewing 
was an extensive reader in the field 
of English literature and throughout 
his life he devoted his spare time to 
literary pursuits, as eighteen volumes 
of scrap and note books attest. He 
was unusually familiar with the es¬ 
sayists and novelists of the early nine¬ 
teenth century. 

Mr. Dewing married in 1869 Eliza 
Stone Paine, daughter of the lnte 
David Paine. He is survived by 
younger brother, the artist. Thomas 
W. Dewing of New York, and one son, 
Arthur S. Dewing, of Belmont. 

During the Inst years he led a very 
retired life devoting much of his time 
to helping his son in historical and 
economic researches. Mr. Dewing had 
great interest in the local history of 
Needham and Newton. 

The funeral took place last Monday 
at the residence of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Sturtevant with whom he had 
made his home for over a year. Dean 
Rousmaniere of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
uncle of Mr. Dewing’s daughter-in-law, 
officiated. The burial was at St. 
Mary’s Churchyard, at Newton Lower 
Falls, in the Durant family lot. 


CLASSICAL HIGH SCHOOL 


At a meeting of Ihe Senior Class In 
the Assembly Hall last Friday morn¬ 
ing, matters pertaining to the distrl 
button of tickets for the Marshall Dar 
rnch recitals were discussed by Mr 
Adnms. The responsibility for the sale 
of tickets has been placed upon the 
Senior ('lasses of tho three high 
schools. Nominations were then made 
for members of the picture committee, 
whose duty will be the selection of 
samples for the class photographs 
Nominations were also mado for the 
editor-in-chief and the manager of the 
“Newtonian", which is published an 
nually in June, 

A special meeting of the Senior 
Class was held in the hall on Wednes¬ 
day morning. Mr. Adams suggested 
that the members of the class should 
be giving considerable thought to the 
question of Class Orator and Histor¬ 
ian. The election of these two capaci¬ 
ties, will take place within a very few 
weeks. At this meeting Ralph Emery 
was elected manager of the "Newton¬ 
ian.” The election of the editor-in- 
chief will be made by Australian Bal¬ 
lot. 

At two o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 
January 16, Mr. Marshall Darrach of 
New York will give the first of his 
three Shakespearean recitals in the 
Assembly Hall. “The Tempest” will 
be the play presented. Mr. Darrach’s 
recitals were very largely attended 
last year, and it is expected that the 
hall will be filled to capacity. 

The school hockey team obtained an 
excellent start in the Interscholastic 
League series by its unexpected vic¬ 
tory over the strong Arlington seven 
at the Boston Arena last Friday after¬ 
noon. The Newton team showed great 
promise of rounding into a champion¬ 
ship combination, and outplayed their 
opponents from start to finish. 

The game scheduled with English 
High for Tuesday afternoon was post¬ 
poned on account of unfavorable wea¬ 
ther conditions. 

Tomorrow afternoon the Newton 
boys will make a trip to Concord, 
where they will meet the Middlesex 
School team. 

A very interesting contest should 
take place at the Brae-Burn rink next 
Tuesday afternoon, when the Newton 
team will be opposed by the strong 
Malden High seven. 

The track candidates are holding 
regular practice in the gymnasium on 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday af¬ 
ternoons. Coach Dickinson is having 
great difficulty in filling the places of 
his former st&rs, but the new material 
is slowly developing into shape. 
Brickhouse. a new’ sprint candidate, 
has been showing great promise. The 
first time trials for the school and mid¬ 
get relay teams were held yesterday 
afternoon. 


TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL 


The regular assembly was held in 
the hall Wednesday morning. Mr. 
Edwin Mulready, Commissioner of 
Labor for Massachusetts, addressed the 
students upon subjects connected with 
his work.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Mirs Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

New England hospitality and New 
England cooking have won enviable 
places for themselves in the minds of 
all our friends who were not so for¬ 
tunate as to have been horn New Eng¬ 
landers. There is probably no one 
among us who has not some vivid 
memory of being nearly killed with 
kindness at some time or other. Fash¬ 
ions change in food and in the man¬ 
ner of serving It as they do in every¬ 
thing else. Especially is this true of 
the summer hotels. The time once was 
when their Sunday dinner menu con¬ 
tained everything that the mind of man 
had ever conceived, to say nothing of 
a few with which he had never before 
had even a bowing acquaintance. The 
movement toward simpler menus has 
been a welcome change. Similar 
changes would be likewise welcomed 
in other directions. 

Elaborate preparations for Guest 
Days arc matters, which club chair¬ 
men might well take to heart, and con¬ 
sider whether or no true hospitality 
may not consist in some things which 
are not always taken into thought. 
Economy of time is, perhaps, one of 
the most necessnry of economies today. 
Do club women when planning these 
affairs consider as carefully as they 
might the little matters, which mean 
so much to busy club presidents and 
to others who have given up an after¬ 
noon to acknowledge the courtesy ex¬ 
tended to their respective organiza¬ 
tions. The family of the club president 
do not relinquish all claim upon her 
when she accepts the position and they 
have a right to her presence at the 
family dinner table at a reasonably 
early hour. In places where train 
service is infrequent, the hour of ar¬ 
rival and departure of trains should 
be more carefully regarded than it 
often is. In one instance, known to 
the Club Editor, the only available 
train arrived soon after two. The reg¬ 
ular meeting hour was three and it 
did not occur to the committee that 
the guests had to kill nearly three- 
quarters of an hour beforehand, when 
for once the time might have been two- 
thirty and the guests thus enabled to 
leave by an earlier train and reach 
home at the proper hour for dinner. 
So often it happens that the program 
is late in beginning, and is much lon¬ 
ger than necessary, with the result 
that the visitors must leave either be¬ 
fore it is over or without having had 
any opportunity for the social inter¬ 
course, which is always the chief pur¬ 
pose of all these occasions. Again the 
Club Editor says. Simplify, simplify, 
and at all times take heed of the con¬ 
venience and comfort of your guests. 
That is the most gracious hospitality 
that any club can offer.

Benjamin Rand, Philosophical Libra¬ 
rian of the Itoyal Robbins Library 
of Cambridge, spoke upon tiie work 
which tiie women of England are 
doing. 

He told many interesting details re¬ 
garding Life Drills on transatlantic 
ships, the careful inspection of pass¬ 
ports at Liverpool, and tiie life in pen¬ 
sions, where (lie food though much 
higher in price is of uniformly good 
quulity. 

He said tiie poor people are better 
off than ever before, but salaried peo¬ 
ple are Jess so. 

Places of amusement, and music in 
parks for tiie diversion of the conva¬ 
lescing wounded, continue, all under 
the care of women. 

He said London, as a great commer¬ 
cial center, was always the target for 
tiie Zeppelins. 

HTe spoke of the excellent care Eng¬ 
land gives her prisoners, in providing 
wholesome, nourishing food, comfort¬ 
able quarters, and said that cleanliness 
is insisted upon. 

He told of tiie piteous sight when tiie 
Belgian refugees came in, the burden 
of whose cure fell upon tiie women vol¬ 
unteer workers. These refugees have 
been formed into colonies in thinly 
settled district and are enguged in 
making munitions. 

Women work in the hospitul supply 
depots, in registration bureaus, in 
municipal offices, in station lunch 
counters, etc. They send food to pris¬ 
oners in Germany, and comforts to sol¬ 
diers at the front. They write letters 
for the wounded, sell tickets, drive 
motors, check trunks, act as floor 
walkers, deliver mail, and scrub floors. 

And what of tiie future? 

It lias been found that man in time 
of peace lias been doing work which 
women can do as well. 

After tiie war, the returning sol¬ 
diers probably will not wisli to act 
as guardsmen, servants and ticket 
takers. 
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England is carrying on a great war, 
and at the same time, a great export 
business, which she could not do with¬ 
out the help of her women. 

The effect upon the character of the 
women has been to develop their hero¬ 
ism and bravery. Religious life has 
been deepend. 

Dr. Rand told many instances of her¬ 
oism, and in closing, spoke of Edith 
Cavell, who died so nobly. 

Many guests were present. 


At the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
yesterday Rev. A. M. Rihbany lectured 
on “The Foreigner in America.” The 
subject is one near to the hearts and 
well being of all Americans and Mr. 
Rihbany’s message is of great interest.

The address given by Mr. U. G. 
Wheeler, superintendent of schools, 
before Channing Alliance of Newton 
on Tuesday afternoon was listened to 
with close attention by all present, 
which included in addition to the mem¬ 
bers many representatives from other 
churches of Newton. Under the topic 
of "Education, the first Interest of the 
Democracy” Mr. Wheeler discussed the 
gradual growth of education from ear¬ 
ly times and showed how there is a de¬ 
mand today for a large increase in 
amount and kind of knowledge, if one 
is to succeed under modern conditions. 
The need of special work among the 
foreigners was touched upon, as well 
as the training for leadership. The 
older methods trained leaders, but all 
cannot he leaders, so it is necessary to 
provide different kinds of courses to 
meet the needs of all. In touching 
upon local conditions Mr. Wheeler said 
that the geographical conditions of 
Newton make education more expens¬ 
ive. He cited the city with an equal 
population to that of Newton, but 
crowded into four square miles in 
stead of eighteen, as is the case of 
Newton. In such a city udiools were 
hut a few blocks apart and there pu 
pils could easily be transferred to an¬ 
other building when there was over¬ 
crowding in one, or a grade dropped 
if the numbers were small, thus saving 
a teacher. In Newton, however, no 
such methods can he adopted, so that 
a large budget must be expected. The 
speaker referred approvingly to the 
active interest manifested by the organ¬ 
izations of women in all matters of 
uplift in the city. The Alliance choir 
assisted by Mrs, Fred Jones, Mrs. A.

got a now insight into a now sym¬ 
pathy with human nature that is ono 
of the most beautiful things. Child 
labor is one of the things that de¬ 
prives children of their share of the 
things that God meant them to have 
and it destroys their minds and 
makes them small and narrow, and it 
prevents them from enjoying life and 
all things God intended man to have. 
On the other hand we do not realize 
how much our social condition means 
for the development of humanity and 
the chance to become a full personal¬ 
ity. In the same way It would be a 
great chance for us to get away from 
the necessary routine and to prepare 
for our great following in modern 
civilization and become united ns we 
would in a family. In a real good 
family we would all stand by one an¬ 
other. we belong together. 

A child always feels that it belongs 
to its home, its public schools and 
libraries and they all belong to them, 
they have a claim to it. Put it is dif¬ 
ferent with a grown man when he 
looks for the most Important thing in 
life for him. a job, there Is no place 
for him to find. 

The question before us is how to 
combine liberty and solidarity. It is 
my conviction that this great war 
will have a great effect in its train, to 
teach nations solidarity, which will 
make the people be each for each, and 
all for all. Another thing which is 
absolutely wrong is the wealth side by- 
side with poverty. A great deal of the 
wealth is accumulated by unjust 
means. If there is a scarcity of some¬ 
thing they raise the price. Why? Not 
necessarily because they have to pay- 
more for it. They may have their ware 
houses full, but they find they have 
the people in a corner and they can 
make them pay for it. That is what 
I call selfishness. Our whole concep¬ 
tion is to. get away from old ideas. 
Hefore I come to the eml of my time 
I would like to point out one thing 
more and that is, with such a union 
of religion and social enthusiasm 
would bring the cross back once more. 
There are lots of people who have a 
cross to take up but they do not do it. 
Where unjust gain is taken, or the 
man who was drunk last night and is 
a coward the next day. Or the man 
who is making unjust gain on his fel¬ 
lows. Consequently it is that kind of 
sin and unrighteous gain which brings 
trouble on men and so they could take 
up their cross. 

Questions 

Question—How does the speaker 
class the monopolization of land in the 
way of unjust or unrighteous gain? 
Answer—I think that when land is 
monopolized, and it is monopolized in 
private property because there is al¬ 
ways a limited supply of land. The de¬ 
mand for land is large and the private 
property- owners prevent a large sup¬ 
ply. I think that the system that has 
been practiced in Germany for a num¬ 
ber of years is what we ought to have. 
If ten years ago I bought land for $10,- 
000 and sold it now for $20,000, then 
the State comes in and says, you have 
increased the value of your land 100 
per cent. You can have part of that 
and we will take the rest. The State 
claims part of that increase for itself, 
if the increase has been very large the 
State takes most of it, but if that in¬ 
crease has been small they leave it to 
you. The State has been getting more 
and more taxes that way, and the Im- 
! perial Government has found it a good 
way. I prophecy that after the War is 
I over there is going to be more taxes 
of land in England, they will be look¬ 
ing for something to tax to pay some 
of their debts. Look at the great for¬ 
tunes that have been accumulated on 
War ammunition. That is what they 


thing about it. There is nothing that 
will scare anyone ns much ns a bold 
front. 

Question—What will a minister tell 
his congregation to do, individually to 
help in this movement. What is the 
message they- can enrry? Answer—It 
depends largely on the occupation of 
his people whether they are farmers, 
whether they are Industrial workers 
or business men. Right here it would 
probably he the case of business men 
and if so I would tell them that they 
are extremely important people. I 
would crack them up, I would point 
out that they are the real aristocracy, 
then I would toll them it is up to them 
to treat there fellows as equals, treat 
them fraternally- and brotherly, and so 
I would try gradually to teach them to 
see things with this social feeling. We 
ministers are no better than the busi¬ 
ness men, because if we had the 
chances business men hnd we would 
probably take them. 

Question—What do you think of 
Governor McCall’s advocating of old 
age pensions? Answer—I think that 
old age is one of the greatest social 
problems of our time. Now days 
things move so rapidly that only the 
young can keep up with them and 
consequently the old are laid off. In 
former times the old took care of the 
young children and that kept them oc¬ 
cupied, but now days there are no 
children for them to tnke care of. I 
think wo should take care of our old 
people.

Social Enthusiasm. Answer—Anyone 
who desires to get in touch with this 
could do so by reading the Survey for 
a while, or by the Single Tax Move¬ 
ment. an organization which a man 
might well come in contact with. Any 
of these new social movements would 
bring a great deal of information and 
interest into the life of any man who 
is interested in it. 

! Question—Isn’t the Social Movement 
I largely economic? Answer—It is 
economic and also spiritual. 

Question—Will you define what you 
mean by unjust gain? Answer—When 
a wash-woman has stood over the tub 
all day, and at the end of it carries 
away one dollar or one dollar and a 
half, likewise i i a teacher at the end 
of a month has sixty or eighty or one 
hundred dollars, that is not unjust 
gain. They gave service and got some¬ 
thing for it, which is usually not 
enough. If a man organizes a store 
and ut the end of a year or ten years 
has averaged up a fair income in re¬ 
turn for his labor, I can see no unjust 
gain in that. Wherever an equivalent 
has not been service, but some kind of 
power that would be unjust gain. If a 
business man or employer hires men 
at a very low figure and compels them 
to take the offer because they cannot 
get any better rates, that is unjust 
gain because he gets more work from 
them than he pays them and then he 
turns round and makes a large amount 
of profit because he is able to charge 
such high rates. That is unjust gain. 
Now with the anthracite coal, it can 
be laid at our wharfs much cheaper 
than we pay for it. It is unrighteous 
gain because coal belongs to humanity. 
We ought to pay the coal owners for 
their services, the time they put into 
mining it, but they ought not to be 
paid for coal. , Coal was put there by 
God. 

Question- Are tbe social service 
committees of the churches doing any 
of thiB work which you have in mind? 
Answer—Yes they are, it is widely in 
tbe local communities. The Social 
Service in some denominations have 
done more than other denominations 
as is alwuys the case. 

Question-s-Can you suggest any 
definite tlmTg that the Church can 
do to help this faith? Answer—I 
think what you want to do is to un¬ 
model the ministers. 

Question Well how long would the 
ministers stay in the pulpit? Answer 
As long as the laymen stood by 
them. Even then there are a few 
magnates who pay a large share of the 
salary and have the ministers in their 
control, if the rest of the people 
would stand by a minister these few 
people would not dare to say any-

League can attack another without 
having first had the cause of issue be¬ 
tween them presented to and heard 
by an International tribunal. Judg¬ 
ing from precedent, such a hearing 
would take at least a year and this 
forced delay would in a very largo 
majority of eases avoid war. 

Wo do not propose to compel any 
nation to obey the decree of the tri¬ 
bunal. That may come ultimately, but 
the world is not ready for it yet. We 
propose to compel arbitration and a 
hearing before a declaration of war. 

We are attacked on one hand by 
the "pacifists,” for example, Mr. 
William Jennings Bryan. They say 
that nil force is wrong, and they at¬ 
tack us with vehemence, because we 
propose to preserve international law 
and order by the same process which 
we use in our cities and states and of 
which they are the daily beneficiaries. 
Their criticism is silly, foolish and il¬ 
logical. 

We are attacked likewise by others 
who say that we advocate a proposi¬ 
tion which would leave the settlement 
of the question involving the Monroe 
Doctrine, questions of national honor, 
our policy of Asiatic exclusion, or 
whether the Japanese should hold 
Magdalena Bay, to a tribunal in which 
a Turk or a Chinaman might cast tho 
deciding vote. No less a person than 
an ex-Presi(lent of the United States 
has recently criticised us for this rea¬ 
son. 

Such n criticism is based on a mis¬ 
understanding of what we advocate. 
We surrender no rights. We advocate 
the surrender of no rights. We do not 
give up the Monroe Doctrine or any 
question of national honor or our 
policy of Asiatic, exclusion or any 
other policy. All we say is that be¬ 
fore going to war about them, we are 
willing to present our side of the 
cause to an international tribunal, at 
the same time giving the country with 
whom we are in dispute an opportun¬ 
ity to present its side. The probabil¬ 
ity is that such a hearing would re¬ 
sult in the avoidance of war. But, if 
at the close of the hearing, we did not 
like the recommendation there is 
nothing in the principles of the 
League to Enforce Peace to compel us 
to obey the decree. What we gain is 
compulsory arbitration which in most 
cases vfrould avoid war. At the same 
time we lose nothing because we do 
not agree that we are bound by the 
recommendation. 

We are also criticized because our 
proposition would be an “entangling 
alliance,” and George Washington ad¬ 
vised us to keep out of entangling al¬ 
liances. When Washington gave this 
advice the United States consisted of 
thirteen small states, formerly colon¬ 
ies, protected on the west by a vast 
wilderness and on the east by the At¬ 
lantic Ocean, which it took six weeks 
to cross. Ever since then progress 
and science have been gradually 
weaving us in as a part of the world 
fabric until we are now a part and 
parcel of it. We are already en¬ 
tangled. As has been well said owing 
to the progress of mechanics* the 
ocean has shrunk to a lake and will 
soon be but a river. We have stretch¬ 
ed out into the great Northwest and 
acquired Alaska. We have thrown 
out our tentacles and taken in Hawaii 
and the Philippines. We are guaran¬ 
tors of the independence of Cuba and 
likewise of Porto Rico. We have tak¬ 
en over the Panama Canal, a prize so 
rich that any brigand nation might 
well covet it. We are the guarantor 
of all small American States against 
foreign interference. Our lines of 
commerce and trade stretch to all 
parts of the world. It has been said 
that in the next great world war 
Americans can never keep out of it. 
We are already entangled. What we 
now need is this development of in¬ 
ternational law to protect us from the 
evil that may arise from the entangle¬ 
ment already existing. 

It can he easily seen, therefore, that 
Washington’s advice was wise as ap¬ 
plied to the conditions that existed 
when he gave it. If he lived today, he 
would be looking ahead to the future, 
and, governed by the conditions of to¬ 
day, would he making provisions for 
the future. He would he the last man 
in the country to he blindly walking 
ahead with his face turned towards 
the past.

Newton South Community Forum Listens to 
Address by Frederick C. Howe of New York 


At the Newton South Community] 
Forum held Sunday afternoon In Bray 
Hall, Newton Centre, there was a 
good attendance to hear Mr. Frederick 
C. Howe, director of the People’s In¬ 
stitute of New York speak on the im¬ 
portant question of "Immigration af¬ 
ter the War." 

Mr. Howe said in part: — 

My othcial title is described, Com¬ 
missioner of Immigration at New York 
City. 1 have been called a modern St. 
Peter sitting at the gates of a para- 
> dise, but that 1 differ from the great 
St. Peter in that l close the doors on 
the meek and lowly. We have 10,000 
people on Ellis Island and counting 
employees and all, wo have a good- 
sized city or town. We haven’t uny 
policemen and we don’t need any po¬ 
licemen. People are better than we 
think they are. Instead of the doc¬ 
trine of original sin 1 would rather 
have the doctrine of good. Immigra¬ 
tion is an economic problem. With 
the exception of those that came over 
in the Mayflower all the rest come 
over for economic reasons. A chance 
to get away from the hard conditions 
and they come over here not to vote 
but to be free. They come over for 
jobs, and when there are no jobs they 
go back, all depending on the econom¬ 
ic conditions in this country. All over 
the world men are moving back and 
; forth for economic reasons. What do 
you want of the Immigrant? When 
you think of the immigrant do you 
want a servant girl, do you want 
cheap labor, do you want a gardener 
or do you want everybody to have the 
same freedom your ancestors had, to 
come to America? I have gone to 
cities where they are Americanizing 
the city. 1 have heard men state that 
they find the immigrant is very much 
, more efficient, and he is a much bet¬ 
ter workman after they Americanize 
him, than he was before. That raises 
the question which comes back to, 
what do we want the immigrant for? 
Do we want him for himself alone or 
for all of us or just a few of us? Up 
to the present time Immigration is 
free. Those who want immigrants 
want them to send to the mines be¬ 
cause they are cheaper than our hu- 
« man beings, and do not want to or¬ 
ganize labor unions because, they 
can’t. It was that sort of thing which 
killed my enthusiasm which 1 had for 
years, to Americanize the alien. Be¬ 
cause it seems to me, it was a case of 
efficiency without paying for efficiency. 
To get the most out of human beings 
without paying for it or giving any¬ 
thing in return. 

About one-third of our population 
are foreign born or immediate de- 
cendants from foreign born. In Cleve¬ 
land about seventy-five per cent are 
foreign born or immediate decendants. 
In New York about 78 per cent, and in 
Boston about the same. In all the

grent industrial cities three-fourths of 
the population are foreign stock, not 
of the English or Scotch, as they were 
in days gone by. The immigrants now 
are the new Immigrants, most nil of 
them come from Central or Southern 
Europe, very few came from Northern 
Europe. These people go to tho min¬ 
ing and industrial states, and are will¬ 
ing to accept low wages. Paying the 
people such low wages does not give 
them enough to educate and clothe 
their children and build up the stock 
of to-morrow. Last year as many peo¬ 
ple left the country as came into the 
country, in fact l think more went 
over to Europe than came here. Many 
servant girls have married during the 
last two years and many have gone 
to work in factories. Next year there 
will be a great scarcity, and the year 
after that there may not be any ser¬ 
vants nt all. And that it is a very 
serious fact, for if we do not have any 
servants a great many of us can not 
live in individual houses, we will turn 
to apartment houses and to hotels, and 
it is going to effect the birth rate seri¬ 
ously. It is going to effect our method 
of living, women’s clubs, and may 
check this wonderful movement which 
is bucked by women, it may check 
women Suffrage movement, which 1, 
hope it won’t. It may check women’s* 
leisure, which I hope it won’t. What 
Is going to happen after the War no 
one knows, your guess is as good as 
mine. The only thing is that perhaps 
I have met more people from Europe 
and they all have their eyes turned to¬ 
ward America. Everyone 1 have talk¬ 
ed with no matter what nationality, 
tell me they all want to come to 
America to get rid of all they have 
been through. There are twenty mil¬ 
lion men in the trenches and after 
the war they do not want to go back 
to the dull life they would have to 
lead, and many of them do not want 
to go back to their homes that have 
been destroyed during the war, and 
many do not want to go back to the 
burdens they will have. There are 
millions of widows and fatherless 
children who want to come to Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The Jew's have suffered the most 
from war, thousands and thousands of 
Jews have lost one member or other 
of their family. That is one side of 
the Immigration story. Yet there are 
men just as familiar with the subject 
as 1 am, and they say tl\at there won’t 
be any immigration. Germany will 
put such a high tax on passage that a 
man will not be able to get -.away. A 
great many people in France own their 
own land and they do not want to go 
away, they want to stay at home. 1 
rather expect a big immigration from 
Great Britian. What is the country 
going to do after the war, for that is 
going to determine Immigration more

STORY TELLING AS AN ART 


London Woman Revives Customs of 

Ancient Days When Talcs Were 
Told for Dramatic Interest. 

Story telling ns it was In ancient 
days when history and knightly adven¬ 
ture. touched with the supernatural, 
were tfie inspiration of hards nnd 
minstrels, and when tales were told 
chiefly for their dramatic Interest, is 
the art of Miss Marie L. Shcdlock of 
London. 

"Stories should he told to Children 
and grown-ups alike for tlio dramatic 
interest of them, just ns they wore 
told 2,000 years ago nnd nro still told 
on the street corners,” says Miss Shed- 
lock.

Pointing obvious 
morals to children is of little avail in 
teaching them. What impresses them 
most is telling them stories of heroes 
i or figures they may admire and allow¬ 
ing them to make the comparison be¬ 
tween themselves and the characters 
—then will tliev really be taught the 
best sort of actions.” 


Emblem That Is Historic. 

Of historical interest Is the emblem 
found on every prescription written by 
n physician, consisting of the letter U 
with a thin line across the tall at an 
acute angle. According to historians 
It had its origin «n the ancient custom 
of allowing the stars to dominate every¬ 
day incidents of life. The R thus 
marked is said to have been the em¬ 
blem used by the ancients to desig¬ 
nate the supremacy of the planet Jup¬ 
iter. Therefore It seems probable that 
some chemist of ancient days gave a 
prescription or a recipe to some pa¬ 
tient and wrote upon it the emblem 
of the planet then in the ascendancy, 
which happened to he Jupiter. This 
emblem has come down to the present 
time and is always used. In a more 
moderti sense it stands for a recipe, or 
an order or instruction to take some¬ 
thing. Literally construed, it means 
“take” or "take thou."

Will Lessen Paper Shortage. 

The scarcity of white puper material 
is causing the most rigid investigation 
into the use of spruce wood for pur¬ 
poses for which some other material 
might serve. The United States for¬ 
est products laboratory at Madison, 
WIs.. has lately been experimenting in 
using cottonwood as a substitute for 
spruce, poplar and ash for making but¬ 
ler boxes. Cottonwood, when green, 
gives off an odor which, it was be¬ 
lieved, would be absorbed by the but¬ 
ler. Tests have been made of boxes 
constructed of thoroughly seasoned 
cottonwood. Butter packed in them 
was set away for u week und at the 
end of that time professional butter 
graders decided that the butter con¬ 
tained no truce of foreign flavor. The 
use of cottonwood for food pucking 
will release millions of pounds of wood 
for paper making each year.

JASANHAS "LAHGE GIVERS” 

Far Eastern. Empire Close Second to 

United States in Public Benefac¬ 
tions by Private Citizens. 

While the United States easily holds 
the lead tn "large giving" by private 
citizens for public beneficence, Japan, 
ever eager In the race for civic better¬ 
ment, is showing great generosity 
among its wealthy toward projects for 
the public good, says East nnd West. 
An endowment fund for a department 
of medicine for Kelo university was 
sought last summer. It was originally 
planned to raise 1.000,000 yen nnd dur¬ 
ing September 700,000 yen was rea¬ 
lized. Responses to the appeal con¬ 
tinued In such a generous stream that 
by October 15 the sum had Increased 
to 1,037,(XX) yen. The largest donors 
are the Mitsui family, with 1(H),(XX) yen 
and the Miiimurn, Homelkwal, Baron 
Iwasakl and Mr. Fujlta with 50,000 yen 
each. Encouraged by the gifts to date, 
the university has decided to Include 
the purchase price of the slto in the 
fund and has raised the mark to 1,500,- 
(XXX) yen. The unexpected generosity 
of the donations marks a new stage in 
the development of Japan. The lvelo 
subscription fund was preceded a short 
time ago by 2,(XX),(XX) yen donations by 
individuals in Osaka. One was a gift 
of 1,000,000 yen to the Osaka munici¬ 
pality to be expended for the general 
betterment of the city’s inhabitants. 
Another donation of the same amount 
was made to the Osaka Medical college 
for a department of research. 


REAL NAPOLEON OF FINANCE 


Private Secretary of Capitalist Hit 
Upon a Way to Raise His Salary 
While Cutting It. 

Tlio capitalist know that the new 
company was spending too much 
money; also he knew that In some 
way they had got to put a stop to it.

“colds.” "The day will come,” he says, 
"when the customary cotton rag Is re¬ 
placed by the cheap and clean Jap¬ 
anese paper napkin, which Is burned 
after it 1ms been used. Infants and 
children ure helpless against the rub¬ 
bing of strange handkerchiefs over 
their perspiring and grimy faces. The 
public roller towel of the past was in¬ 
nocuous as compared to the family 
pocket handkerchief. Bitter experi¬ 
ence will drive home the lesson that 
neglected noses, mouths und throats, 
which are largely. If not exclusively, 
responsible for the ultimath crippling 
of the unfortunute victims of disease 
und ignorance.”

MILK AS A FOOD. 



It is right that we should lie remind¬ 
ed of the value of milk in the diet, to 
use it to replace more 
expensive foodstuffs and 
reduce the food Dill. 
Skint milk has nearly all 
iDo food principles left 
in it with the exception 
of the fat. Win* is left 
^Y - —^ Ims all of the value of 
whole milk for the tis¬ 
sue building and repair. The remov¬ 
al of the fat has reduced tlie fuel 
value of the milk one-half, but It Is u 
cheap food and one which should be 
more generally used. For cream 
soups, rice puUijjngs, hr cud puddings, 
eseailoped dishes of various kinds, ns 
a drink, and to he used in breads, it 
has a valuable place. 

Popovers.—Beat two eggs thorough¬ 
ly, add gradually seven-eighths of 
cupful of milk, u cupful of flour, 
half tenspoonlul of salt; heat all to¬ 
gether two minutes with an eggheater, 
then add a half teaspoouful of melted 
butter, if skim milk is used, add 
a teaspoouful of melted butter. 

Sour Milk Biscuit.—Sift together a 
quart of flour, a teaspoouful eaeli of 
soda, salt and sugar; cut into the 
flour two tuhlc'poonfuls each of lard 
and butter and use a cupful and a 
half of soar milk; the milk and flour 
varies somewhat, so that the milk 
should ii<* added to make a soft dough 
that can be handled. Baku the bis¬ 
cuits In a hot oven and serve honey 
or maple sirup. 

The amount of milk which each In¬ 
dividual should consume daily is es¬ 
timated at one quart, the amount wo 
do consume is a small glass. If each 
housewife wnifcM double her milk hill 
one month, making wise use of the 
milk in foods, she would find she 
would cut Iter grocery und incut bill 
quite noticeably. 

Parker House Roll*.—Take a pint of 
milk, three tuhlcspnoufuls of short¬ 
ening. a teaspoonful of salt, and one 
yeast cuke dissolved in a fourth of a 
cupful of vycr. Combine the Ingredi¬ 
ents and add flour, bcutlng vigorously 
until no more flour can he added. 
Cover and let rise until three times 
Its hulk, cutting it down several times 
with a sharp knife, then roll, cut, 
spread half with butter, fold and put 
to rise an inch apart. Bake when 
light In u hot oven 20 minutes.

EVERYDAY LUNCHEON DISHES. 


When the breakfast is light the noon 
luncheon should contain one hot nour¬ 
ishing dish. When the 
breakfast Is hearty a 
lighter luncheon may ho 
served. The noon meal 
should, when possible, he 
the children’s dinner, us 
dinner nt night is too 
hearty a meal where chil¬ 
dren retire very early, ns 
they should. 

Onion Soup a la Cler¬ 
mont.—Cut one dozen 
small onions in rings and fry a golden 
brown in a little olive oil. Remove 
and add them to two quarts of veal or 
mutton broth, colored with a little 
kitchen bouquet. Add salt, pepper and 
serve with croutons. 

Banana and Peanut Salad.—Slice 
bananas lengthwise, cover with finely 
ground peanuts and serve on lettuce 
leaves with mayonnaise. 

Pork Chops With Apples.—But the 
chops on to cook In two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of boiling water, turn and leave 
covered to let tin* steam escape, then 
brown und remove to a hot platter, 
la Gte hot fat pi nee unpeeled apples 
that have been cored and sliced, sprin¬ 
kle with a little sugar and a pinch of 
spiee, brown on both sides and servo 
around the chops on the platter. 

Ham Croquettes.—Mined cold boiled 
hain very line. Mix with an equal 
quantity of crumbs, cold boiled rice, 
or mushed potatoes. Bind with a raw 
egg. shape into croquettes, dip in egg 
and crumbs and fry in deep fat. Drain 
on brown puper. 

Stuffed Cabbage.—Cut out the stalk 
end of a cabbage leaving a hollow 
shell. Tie the cabbage in a cloth to 
keep it from losing Its shupe and cook 
In boiling, salted water until tender. 
Make a staffing of bread sausage or 
any seasoned meat, (111 the drained cub- 
huge. sprinkle with grated cheese and 
buttered crumbs and brown In a hot 
oven. 

Baked Sausages With Rice.—Bar boll 
u few sausages and place them on top 
of u dish of boiled rice, put into the 
oven und hake until the sausuges are 
brown. Serve hot from the dish lu 
which they were baked.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


THOMAS F. MURRAY 


The close of business Saturday after¬ 
noon showed that there was quite a 
drop in the number of matters to be 
presented to the Lgislature this year 
as compared with 1916. Any new mat¬ 
ter presented now must run the gaunt¬ 
let of the Rules committee of both 
branches and can be admitted only by 
a two thirds vote. 

Among the matter filed on Saturday 
were two petitions affecting the pref¬ 
erential voting plan now in force in 
this city. It was to be expected that 
after Mayor Childs’ caustic remarks 
regarding Its operation last December, 
that tliefe would be something done 
regarding this law. Mr. Daniel O’Con¬ 
nell, defeated candidate for alderman 
In ward 2 has petitioned for the repeal 
of the act. The writer, who was the 
petitioner last year, for the bill, has 
also filed a bill to amend the law in 
those particulars which the recent 
election showed needed some change 
to adapt it to Massachusetts condi¬ 
tions. The amendment allows a state¬ 
ment of six words to follow the name 
of each candidate, in order that the 
voters may obtain some idea of his per¬ 
sonality, it provides that when a voter 
marks a cross against the name of 
hut one candidate, it shall be counted 
as a first choice for that candidate, 
regardless of which column In which 
it is placed. This will meet the ve¬ 
hement objections of Mr. O’Connell, 
who had 70 voters mark a cross for him 
in the third instead of the first column. 
There Is also an amendment to elim¬ 
inate the additional columns for vot¬ 
ing where there are less than three 
candidates. Considerable interest is 
being manifested on this matter and 
the hearings on these bills promises 
to be somewhat lively, particularly if 
Mr. O’Connell orates In his usual man¬ 
ner. 

Newton tax payers will be interested 
in the hills filed by the Metropolitan 
Bark Commission, itself, there being 
23 In number, an ominous figure, and 
carrying the enormous total of $1,424,- 
000. Newton is interested in but one 
of these measures, that for $150,000 for 
dredging the Charles river within the 
park limits. 

Most of the others ure for boulevard 
construction and extensions in far dis¬ 
tant parts of the district. The Bark 
Commission und the Highway Commis¬ 
sion have also reported favorably on 
building a state highway across Somer¬ 
ville and Cambridge, to connect the 
Harvard bridge with the Middlesex 
Fells, and which carries estimates of 
$550.00 lor land damages and $450,000 
for construction, for a 60-foot street, 
and $1,220,000 for an 80-foot street. 
Of this amount 25 per cent is to be paid 
by the County and about 60 per cent 
will be assessed on the Burk district of 
which Newton pays Its full share. 

There are also hills to establish a 
state supervisor of necessaries, a com¬ 
missioner of prohibition at u salary 
of $3500, the same hill declaring cider 
to be intoxicating liquor, and prohib¬ 
iting the sule, keeping for sale, or giv-' 
lug away of intoxicating liquors hi 
uny hotel, hourding house, club, dwell¬ 
ing or vessel, with severe restrictions 
for the use of liquors by physicians, 
dentists, and druggists. 

The House bus asked the opinion of 
the Supreme court us lo the right of 
Judges, members of the legislature, 
etc., to serve as delegates to the con¬ 
stitutional convention, and consider¬ 
able interest is manifested by many 
solons in the answer which will be re¬ 
ceived. 

Representative Allen of this city has 
been appointed on a select committee 
to consider the recommendations of 
Governor McCall for the consolidations 
of existing commissions. Mr. Allen 
served on this committee last yeur and 
did some valuable work on these lines.

Mr. Harding was horn in Burling¬ 
ton. Vt„ sixty-one years ago. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1879, and 
I immediately afterward entered the 
l woolen mill of his father, at Stamford. 
(Conn. Upon the destruction of that 
plant by fire, in 1S85, he went to New 
I York as junior member of the firm of 
Mills & Harding, wool merchants. 

! Eight years later, upon the death of 
his partner, Mr. Harding, recognizing 
| that Boston was becoming the wool 
centre of the country, came to this 
city and went into business here. He 
moved to Newton in 1900, taking up a 
residence at 279 Hammond street. 
Chestnut Hill. 

He was a member of the Boston 
Wool Trade Association, the Brook¬ 
line Country Club, the Boston Har¬ 
vard Club and other Boston organiza¬ 
tions. He was a vestryman in the 
Church of the Redeemer. Chestnut 
Hill. In 18S3 he married Annie A. 
Jenckes of Stamford, Conn. His wid¬ 
ow and five children survive him. 
They are Louis B. Harding, Jr., and 
the Misses Florence J.. Marion, Nan¬ 
ette and Lucy Harding. 

Funeral services were held from his 
late home on Hammond street. Chest¬ 
nut Hill, on Sunday afternoon, in 
charge of Rev. L. W. Rogers, rector 
ot the Church of the Redeemer, being 
in charge.

The report of the recess committee 
of the Legislature on Building Laws, 
in which considerable publicity was 
given the fact that Newton, with some 
other cities, did not have a school 
house which had been certified by the 
district police as safe from fire risk, 
has aroused considerable comment in 
this city and elsewhere, and is not 
justified by the facts, although tech¬ 
nically speaking, the committee has 
some ground for its statement regard¬ 
ing certification. The fact that our 
school houses have not been certified, 
however, is not a fair statement, and 
if the committee is as loose in its other 
statement of facts, as will he shown 
here in Newton, there is ground for 
argument that all its alleged facts are 
worthless. 

Newton has actually expended $32,- 
779.20 in eliminating fire hazard con¬ 
ditions in our school houses since last 
June and is now at work installing 
sprinkler systems in all its school 
buildings in addition, at a cost of $17.- 
573, the work to be done by April 1st. 
To the average man, it would seem 
that an expenditure of over $50,000 
ought to be some evidence that New¬ 
ton has not been neglectful of its duty 
in this respect. 

The history of the matter may he of 
interest at this time. Following the 
Peabody school tragedy in the fall of 
1915, there was considerable agitation 
in the 1916 legislature and by the dis¬ 
trict police, towards remedying school 
house conditions throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth. It will be recalled that 
Newton appointed a Fire Hazard com¬ 
mission consisting of Mr. C. M. God- 
dar<j, secretary of the New England 
Insurance Exchange, and a man who 
had made a study of fire conditions for 
25 years. Mr*. George M. Cox and Mr. 
D. Frank Lord. This Commission made 
an exhaustive study of our school 
buildings and presented an elaborate 
report in June. Under date of May 20, 
May 29 and May 31, the district police 
through one of its.building inspectors, 
sent orders to the school committee 
requiring certain structural changes 
in the Classical High. Technical High, 
old and new Hyde, old and new Claf- 
lin, Barnarl Lincoln, Hamilton, Davis, 
Burr. Bigelow. Bowen, Claflin, Froe- 
bel, Mann, Eliot, Adams, Stearns, Oak 
Hill, Underwood, Peirce, Franklin. 
Wolcott and Williams schools. These 
orders were not transmitted to City 
Hall until after the time limit allow¬ 
ed by law for an appeal, had expired 
and there is every reason to believe 
that the serving of these orders on 
the school committee, instead of on 
the Mayor, is an illegal act. However, 
a conference was at once suggested 
with the district police and the New¬ 
ton Fire Hazard Cimmission, at which 
the recommendations of the commis¬ 
sion seemed to be satisfactory, with 
the exception of the erection of en¬ 
closed. outside brick stairways on the 
Technical High and the installation of 
smoke doors in the various school 
corridors. This matter was subse¬ 
quently confirmed by a visit to New¬ 
ton and conference with Chief Plunket 
and the. Buildings Commissioner. A 
few days later, the building inspector 
of this district appeared, ignored the 
agreements made by Chief Plunkett, 
and insisted that all the requirements 
contained in the May orders should be 
done. The answer of the city author¬ 
ities to this autocratic attitude of a 
subordinate of the district police, 
was an appropriation of some $50,000 


and immediate work on carrying out 
all the recommendations of the New¬ 
ton Fire Hazard Commission. Since 
Inst summer, the district police have 
not been in Newton, to the knowledge 
ot City Hall officials, and n new in¬ 
spectors who took charge Inst fall, has, 
it is said failed to even visit the city. 

in connection with the orders of the 
district police it is of interest to note 
that they would require an additional 
exit from the Oak Hill school, a one- 
story building, all windows being hut 
a few feet from the ground. They al¬ 
so require a vestibule at the foot of 
the collnr stairs, a place visited only 
by the janitor, ns the toilets are out¬ 
side the building. And most ridiculous 
of all they call for a fire alnrm sys¬ 
tem on the second floor of a one-story 
building. 

It is also Interesting to note that 
when the Roger Wolcott school was 
enlarged in 1915, the district police 
certified on July 8th that the plans 
and specifications relating to egresses, 
means for preventing spread of fire 
and means of extinguishing fire, were 
satisfactory. 

Chairman Goddard of the Fire 
Hazard Commission calls attention to 
the principle on which the commission 
has acted, viz—not to have fires at all. 
If this is accomplished, the children 
will be absolutely safe. The next step 
is to prevent any damage which might 
happen from panic and to this end the 
Commission lias called for separate 
exits from all kindergartens, so that 
the small children would not get in the 
way, of those larger and more active. 
They have required the use of anti¬ 
panic hardware on all doors, and urge 
the adoption of plans to remove pupils 
as expeditiously as possible from the 
building whenever necessary. Most 
important of all is their recommenda¬ 
tion for careful and constant super¬ 
vision of all school buildings and the 
removal of all possible causes for 
fires. This recommendation is also 
urged by Mayor Childs in his recent 
inaugural address and is the only rec¬ 
ommendation of the Commission, that 
has not yet been carried out. 

The committee on building laws 
states that the following elements in 
fire protection are most essential: 

1st, proper fire stops at first floor 
(covered in Newton by sprinklers). 

2nd, isolation of boiler rooms, stor¬ 
age and work rooms. 

3d, isolation of stairways leading 
from hasbment to first floor (covered 
in Newton by the use of sprinklers). 

4th, fireproofing of basement parti¬ 
tions (not necessary where sprinklers 
are installed). 

5th, care of rubbish and imflamable 
material. 

The most important items of the 
work done in this city for fire hazard 
protection the past six months in¬ 
cludes the following: 

Classical High—Fireproof stairways, 
isolation of boiler room, coal bins, 
etc., metal covered doors in place of 
wood, fixed counters in lunch rooms, 
direct outside exits from both lunch 
rooms, installed fire alarm system, es¬ 
timated cost $9,351.00. 

Technical High—Installation of 
brick walls and fire doors, skylights 
of workrooms of ribbed wired glass, 
concrete floor in automobile repair 
room, metal covered doors, etc., at cost 
of $4,742. 

Rice School—Basement to be wire 
lathed and plastered, brick walls and 
fire doors, separate fire alarm system, 
etc., at cost of $1,822. 


New Hyde School—Self-closing 
doors, fire nlarm, etc., cost of $1,432. 

Barnard School—Briek wall and fire 
doors at stairways, fire alarm, etc., 
cost of $1,407. 

Lincoln School—Wired celling, par¬ 
titions of wire lath, fire alarm, etc., 
cost of $1,103. 

Hamilton School—Brick walls, 
changes in windows and stnirways, 
fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,302. 

Davis School—Wire lathed ceilings, 
fire doors, fire nlarm, etc., cost of 
$1,517. 

Burr School—Fire alarm, etc., self¬ 
closing doors, etc., cost of $1,513. 

Bigelow School—Fire proof doors, 
fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,712. 

Bowen School—Self-closing doors, 
fire doors, fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,- 
389. 

New Claflin School—Automatic fire 
doors, wire lathed ceiling, change of 
stairs, fire alarm? etc., cost of $4,340. 

Froehel School—Self-closing doors, 
fire alarm, etc., cost of $749. 

Old Hyde School—Self-closing 
doors, fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,117. • 

Mann School—Brick walls, self-clos¬ 
ing doors, fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,- 
350. 

Eliot School—Self-closing doors, 
fire alarm, etc., cost of $1,074. 

Adams School—Non-combustible pe¬ 
titions, self-closing doors, fire alarm, 
etc., cost of $1,756. 

Emerson School—Self-closing doors, 
fire alarm, etc., cost of $9!tl. 

Stearns School—Brick walls, wired 
glass, self-closing doors, fire alarm, 
etc., cost of $2,208. 

Oak Hill School—Self-closing doors, 
cost of $37.00. 

Underwood School—Non-combusti¬ 
ble partitions, change of exits, fire 
alarm, etc., cost of $1,517.

In addition to the ahbve the coiTl- 
mission urges anti-panic hardware on 
all doors, separate exits from all 
kindergartens, removal of all rubbish, 
etc. 

Boiled down to the briefest possible 
statement, the only real differences 
now existing between the city and 
state authorities relate to the installa¬ 
tion of smoke doors in all corridors, 
and the erection of outside brick stair¬ 
ways on the Technical High. The lat¬ 
ter calls for extension of corridors on 
all floors, with the loss of several 
rooms now in active use, and the 
erection of stairways, at the very ends 
of the buildings where the city feels 
they would be of but little Use. The 
installation of smoke doors, particu¬ 
larly in the wide corridors of the High 
School buildings would reduce travel 
from the present width of 16 feet to 
a door of about 6 feet, and would re¬ 
sult in having these doors hooked 
| hack most of the time, and being of 
'no use for smoke stopping purposes.

CLASSICAL HIGH SCHOOL 


The boys of the Classical and Tech¬ 
nical Schools assembled in the hall of 
this building Wednesday morning, and 
were addressed by the noted Mr. Rode- 
lieaver of the Boston Sunday Cam¬ 
paign. Mr. Rodeheaver received 
very hearty welcome by the pupils, 
and respouded by playing "The 
Rosary” upon the trombone. Lack of 
time prevented him from giving other 
selections, and he spent the remainder 
of the half hour in an earnest talk to 
the boys. The subject of his discus- 
• sion was the great harm which in 
variably results from the continual 
smoking of cigarettes and other forms 
of tobacco. He first gave several il¬ 
lustrations showing the disastrous 
physical results of the smoking habit. 
He then quoted several statements 
from the records of a few of the larg 
est colleges, showing that a very high 
’ percent of the men upon the honor 
rolls were not smokers, and proving 
that the ill effects of cigarettes tend 
to weaken the mind as well as the 
body. He then explained that a third 
side of the question was the moral re¬ 
sult of smoking, and pointed out that 
nearly every youthful criminal who 
is tried in the courts is a smoker. 
For these reasons, he concluded/ the 
smoking habit has its damaging re¬ 
sult upon a boy’s commercial success 
tin life, as many firms now refuse to 
employ young men who have become 
addicted to the habit. 

On Tuesday afternoon Mr. Marshall 


Darrach of New York gave a most en¬ 
joyable recital of Shakespeare’s com¬ 
edy, “The Tempest.” Although the 
hall was not filled, a large number of 
school students and outsiders attended 
the presentation. The second recital of 
tho series will be held in the hall next 
Tuesday afternoon at quarter of two, 
when Mr. Darrach will present "Julius 
Caesar.” This affords an unusual op¬ 
portunity to all who wish to hear the 
famous play. 

As a result of a recent Senior Class 
election for the editor-in-chief of the 
"Newtonian," three names have been 
selected from the list of the other 
candidates, and will be voted upon by 
Australian Ballot next week. Paul 
Nash, Edward McDonald, and Miss 
Winifred Dodge are the three candi¬ 
dates which now remain. 

Tickets for the annual interclass 
Track Meet are now on sale, and may 
be obtained from Manager Henderson, 
Wyatt, or Leete. The meet will be 
held at 7.30 on Friday evening, Jan¬ 
uary 26. 

The school hockey team will play 
the second of its Interscholastic Lea¬ 
gue games at the Boston Arena this 
afternoon, when it will meet the Som¬ 
erville High seven. The Newton play¬ 
ers do not expect a hard contest, but 
Somerville is represented by a team 
which is very likely to provide a sur¬ 
prise. 

On the following afternoon the New¬ 
ton team will make a trip to South- 
boro, where a game will be played 
against the strong St. Mark’s School 
team. Newton won a very exciting 
contest from the private school seven 
last winter, and is confident of being 
able to repeat tomorrow. 

A pair of old rivals will meet at the 
Brae-Burn rink next Wednesday after¬ 
noon. when the Newton boys will 
meet the strong team from the Hunt¬ 
ington School of Boston. The result 
of this game will be awaited with very 
keen interest by the both schools. 

Dr. Frank E. Spaultling, for manw 
years superintendent of the Newton 
public schools and who three years ago 
resigned to accept a similar position 
in Minneapolis, Minn., at a salary of 
$8,000. has accepted the position of 
superintendent of schools of Cleve¬ 
land, O., at a salary of $12,000 per 
year.

Auburntlnlc is becoming quite noted 
for the number of old people who live 
herb, nnd unless n person 1ms passed 
the 80 murk he cannot presume to be 
called hid. A visit to Mr. Wm. F. 
Soulo at his home on Rowe street 
finds him very cheerful nnd contented 
with Ills 89 years In August last. He 
has lived in Afihurndalc for 45 years 
and has seen many changes. He was 
originally a follower of the sea, and I 
have often watched him climbing In 
the most dangerous places with no 
thought of fear. He was one of the 
first, in tho original Hose Company, 
and must have been very active in 
such service. Now he is content to 
sit by his 'ain fireside’ and we hope to 
keep him with us for many more 
years. He is probably somewhat re¬ 
lated to old King (’ole who was as we 
all know a Merry Old Soule. 

In all the hurry and bustle of Christ¬ 
mas week at the Rost Office here, 
comes a fine present from Santa Claus 
to our genial Assistant, James Fee- 
rick, a 9-lh. girl; the best Christmas 
present in the world. But what an in¬ 
dependent young lady to arrive at 4 
o’clock Christmas morning. Uncle 
Sam and tho Rost Office authorities 
will have no terrors for her. 

In connection with my reference to 
St. Helena last week. I was pleased 
to hear one of the ministers last Sun¬ 
day relate another tradition about this 
great woman, the mother of Constan¬ 
tine. He was showing how God makes 
dead Christians come to life. Al¬ 
though he had previously stated that 
there could not he a dead Christian 
because they were contradictory 
terms. He said that St. Helena was 
called the discoverer of the True 
Cross, and that when The Cross was 
found, there were, not one, but three 
crosses, and no one knew which was 
the True one. However, they tested 
them by touching each one to a sick 
person, and when the True Cross 
touched the person he became well. 

In Rome at the Church of Ara Coeli 
there is kept in the Treasury a beau¬ 
tiful grout doll which is called The 
Bambino. It wears a crown sur¬ 
mounted by a cross, and it is loaded 
with gold and jewels; and to see it one 
has to go through considerable cere¬ 
mony, passing of money, curtains 
drawn and doors unlocked. 

This doll is said to have the same 
power of healing, and on the Day of 
Epiphany it is exhibited and performs 
its miracles. I brought home a little 
picture of this celebrated baby, and 
on the back of the picture is printed 
a long prayer, beginning, “Most ami¬ 
able Lord Jesus, who didst become a 
little child for us, and wouldst be born 
for us in a stable to deliver us from 
the darkness of sin, to draw us to 
Thee.” 

The card states that Leo XIII 18 
Jan. 1894 announced 100 days indul¬ 
gence for this prayer once a day ap¬ 
plicable to the souls in Rurgatory. 

The new covering for the stairs at 
the Tunnel near the Auburndale R. R. 
Station is the best thing ever. Many 
is the time I have felt myself going 
on the icy steps, and only the railing 
saved me; but now with these thick 
boards so strongly clamped no one 
need fear. I understand that this is 
more of the good work for which we 
have to thank the Village Improve¬ 
ment Society, otherwise known as the 
“Village Imp.” 


DEATH OF AIR. PUTNAM 

Mr. Nathan A. Putnam, for the last 
eleven years a resident of Newton, 
died at his home, Tuesday morning at 
10.30. Although he had been in very 
frail health for a long time, the end 
came suddenly and unexpectedly. 

He was born in Guilford, Vt., Feb. 
21 1838. He was the son of Augustus 
Wayne Putnam and Sarepta Holbrook; 
a descendant in tho eighth generation 
of John Putnam of Aston Abbotts, Co. 
Bucks, England, who came to the 
country about 1634, and was one of the 
early settlers of Danvers, Mass. Gen. 
Israel Putnam of Revolutionary fame 
belonged to this same family. 

Oct. 5, 1862, Mr. Putnam married 
Mary A. Clark of Guilford, Vt. At the 
Watch-Meeting, Dec. 31, 1863, they 

were both converted. The following 
April, after both being baptized in the 
river and joining the Methodist Church 
they removed to Boston where the 
rest of his life was spent. From then 
to the close of his life he was a de¬ 
voted, consistent Christian. Pre-emi¬ 
nently a class leader, he held in turn 
all the offices of the Church and Sun¬ 
day School. In 1870 he moved to Rox- 
bury and for nearly twenty-five years 
maintained an official relation with 
the Winthrop Street Methodist Church. 
Although gentle spirited, he was firm 
in his convictions of right and wrong. 
His cheerful, optimistic disposition 
won him many friends and made few 
enemies. 

Always a lover of outdoor sports, 
ho was a charter member of the Tri- 
mountain Base Ball Club, the first or¬ 
ganized Base Ball Club in New Eng¬ 
land and the second in the country. 

He was a member of the Roxbury 
Historical Society, Roxbury Chari¬ 
table Society, a Veteran member of tho 
Roxbury City Guards. 

He is survived by a widow and two 
daughters, Dr. Marietta P. Reid of 
Newton and Mrs. William P. Prescott 
of Claremont, N. H. 

Funeral services wore held at his 
late residence, 114 Newtonville ave¬ 
nue. Newton, at 3 P. M., today. Rev. 
G. C. Gray and Rev. Geo. S. Butters, 
D.D., officiating. The burial will ho in 
the old family cemetery in Guilford. 
Vt.

At last he distin^iished 
himself Internationally by carrying an 
important message 110 miles in 15 
hours, during the threatened Ute up¬ 
rising—a message that is generally 
conceded to have averted a threatened 
Indian war.

District of Columbia and 
Virginia met to learn what other wo¬ 
men of the same church affiliations 
are doing in their respective communi¬ 
ties. One earnest woman from Vir¬ 
ginia said she had come to learn, hut 
from every word which she uttered 
those who heard learned vastly more 
than they could have taught her. Dur¬ 
ing the social hour after an Informal 
dinner when it was to he supposed that 
lighter matters would engage the at¬ 
tention. even then the conversation 
turned upon the deeper things of life, 
which revealed the fact that women 
of Boston nrc .not the only ones who 
are thinking today and that they must 
look to their laurels if they are to 
keep in the vanguard.

The quarterly hoard meeting of the 
Federation was held on Monday morn¬ 
ing with the president, Mrs. Irving O.

Twenty-four members 
have been enrolled and are finding the 
lessons most profitable. The com¬ 
mittee has been investigating condi¬ 
tions in the local moving picture 
houses. The name of the chairman was 
added to a committee representing dif¬ 
ferent agencies in Newton interested 
in improving conditions.

etc., $33,000 was appropriated by 20 
year bonds for the erection of a new 
lire station on Beacon street. Lower 
Falls, bowling alley licenses were 
granted G. E. Nichols at Newtonville, 
a re-location of poles granted the Tele¬ 
phone Co. on Sargent street, $6S1.93 
appropriated for Laborers pensions, 
$650 for pension for F. E. Judkins, 
and select committees authorized on 
a New City Hall, a City Manager and 
on the matter of a new central fire 
station. The Sewer work was ordered 
on South street and a hearing assigned 
on taking land for outlet to the same. 

The committee on Mayor’s address 
reported routine reference to various 
committees on the subjects mentioned 
by Mayor Childs and Alderman Mur¬ 
phy objected to a reference to the Fi 
nance committee of the matter of three 
weeks' vacation for library assistants. 
After considerable and wholly un¬ 
necessary debate the matter was final¬ 
ly referred to the Rules committee. 

An order for $1500 was approved 
for purchase of land adjoining the 
Burr school at Auburndale. 

An order for $134S for automatic 
heat control at the Claflin schools was 
opposed by Alderman Angier, who 
said that this matter had been acted 
upon last December on the argument 
that the work was to be done in the 
Christmas recess. The work was not 
done and it is not so urgent now as it 
was doubtful if it would he done be¬ 
fore warm weather. The trouble 
seems to be from too much heat and 
too much cold air, and the attitude of 
the master of the school towards reg¬ 
ulating the cold air. The request 
for the work does not come from the 
School Committee nor from the Build¬ 
ings Commissioner, hut is the result 
of agitation by the parents. Mr. An¬ 
gier thought it would bear further in¬ 
vestigation. 

Alderman Price said the 1916 board 
had acted unanimously and that 
was a matter of necessity at tills | 
school. The system works well in 
other school buildings and ought to he 
installed in every school in the cit'’. 
The parents in Newtonville, he said, 
felt very strongly about the matter. 

Alderman Murphy thought the board 
ought to have a definite recommenda¬ 
tion from some one in authority lie- 
fore making an appropriation of tills 
character, and the matter was then 
sent back to the committee. 

The board adjourned at 10.50 o’clock. 


take care of it and raise a crop and 
cattle we will help you. They must 
have taxes to pay the debts and if 
they cannot get the people to work 
producing wealth year after year, they 
won’t he anything to pay taxes out of. 
The individual feeling is gone and so 
we may expect socialization for years 
to come after the war. and immigra¬ 
tion is going to reflect this. Of course 
Germany, France, England and Rus¬ 
sia will have to keep some people at 
home, if they don’t there will be 
misery and famine. Immigration after 
the war depends on Europe ns much 
ns the conditions in the United States. 

Certain people are not. allowed into 
the country if they arc likely to be¬ 
come a public charge, or if they are 
diseased. All immigrants nrc subject 
to a searching Inquiry as to their past, 
and are examined and the percentage 
of diseased people is just about the 
same as before the war. If the immi¬ 
grants are not allowed ,to enter the 
country they enn take their case to 
a special court and the court has many 
interesting cases. There is one thing 
that the war has brought about, and 
that is the peasants, workmen and 
aristocracy t are equally as good, and 
equally as' brave. After the war it 
will be the same all over Europe, the 
poor man Is just as good as the rich. 

I think the Government ought to 
take over the land and rent it to those 
who are willing to raise a crop or cat¬ 
tle instead of letting an individual 
have so much private property and 
not using it. The foreigners who come 
over are willing to be farmers, \>ut 
they haven’t the money to buy the 
land and so they have to go to work 
in the mines and factories. Denmark 
has the best system in the world. 
They do not allow the individuals to 
own any land unless tlfey use it. It 
makes one proud to think of the farm 
ing in that country. Humanity is more 
important than property. 

Questions—What about the Japanese 
and the Chinese problem? Answer 
The Japanese and the Chinese pre¬ 
sents a different question than the 
European immigration. There are 
millions in Europe that are willing 
to work for very little, and want to 
come to this country. But the oriental 
people are very lazy and it would be 
all together different if we let them 
come In. 

Question—Why is it the farmers 
from the Southern countries of Eu¬ 
rope cannot he put on farms in our 
Southern parts of the United States. 
Answer—The Southerners are against 
immigration. You find them voting 
against immigration. The agricultural 
workers won’t go to the South because 
they have to live with the negro work 
ers.* Work is not a dignified thing in 
the South because it is done by the 
colored people.. The European people 
who come here especially Italians get 
a sense of personal dignity. He does 
want to go to the land, but he wants 
to go with his fellows and with some 
help. He is willing to become a farm¬ 
er. The Government ought to rent 
land and never part from the owner¬ 
ship, but let the man who rents the 
land buy the piece that he has built 
his house on, and rent the rest from 
the Government. /Co-operation mak¬ 
ing it pay. 

Question—I would like to know if 
Government Ownership of the rail¬ 
roads in this country would not re¬ 
sult in inefficiency? Answer—I was a 
Member of the City Council of Cleve¬ 
land and also of the Ohio State Senate, 
and when 1 hear people talk about the 
this i inefficiency of public railroads I don’t 
believe them and when people jump 
on the Government for being inefficient 
I don’t believe them. Compare the 
parcel post with the express business. 
Compare the Panama Canal with the 
New Haven scandal. I can send a 
package for two cents, where I used 
to pay forty cents. 1 lived in Cleve¬ 
land for fifteen years and when I went 
back to visit I saw the lake was 
covered with vessels. I asked a big 
manufacturer why he didn’t ship his 
goods by water. “Why,” he said, "the 
railroads own all of those vessels and 
that prevents us from shipping by 
water.'' That is inefficiency. That is 
.'oss. I think the Government is effi¬ 
cient. it serves the people and 
thinks of the people. I assure you 
the express service today is 100 per 
cent better than it was before it had 
competition. •

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HOW THE WAR AFFECTS ENGLAND 

Mr. S. K. Ratclille, Speaker at the Newton South 
Community Forum 


The weekly meeting of the Newton 
South Community Forum was held 
Sunday afternoon at Lincoln Hall, 
Newton Highlands, and Mr. S. K. Rat- 
cliffe of London gave an interesting 
talk on conditions in England during 
the war and what was to be expected 
after the war. He said in part: — 

There can, I imagine, be no question 
, more llgurative in the minds of all of 
us, where you arc citizens of a neutral 
country than the position of the Eng¬ 
lish people and upon the outlook for 
the democratic idea and democratic in- 
. stitutions. We were one country in 
Europe which had kept peace in spite 
of the wars in the eighteenth century. 
Wo were the one country that had 
kept free from universal military ser¬ 
vice. In 1914 we found ourselves in 

* the war. One thing in (he minds of 
all the people was, would it be possible 
for the nation to take this task and go 
through without making great changes 
both socially and politically. 

In the early stages of the war, we 
came to an understanding of the crisis 
very slowly and the fact that we were 
not prepared for the changes and were 
moving very slowly indeed, was the 
impression of every American who was 

* in England at that time. I spoke to a 
number of them and hardly a single 
one could understand things. They 
would all Bay, your people do not seem 
to understand what they are up against. 
Everything goes on just the same as 

> in the days before war was declared. 
I think that idea was due to the fact 
that most of these people had come 
into England from Germany and 
France. They had seen these two 
countries organized for the great strug- 

* gle and going into it altogether with a 
different sense than ours at that part¬ 
icular time. The German people were 
united in socialism, patriotism and na¬ 
tionalism a spirit expressed by their 
leading men as the attitude of the peo¬ 
ple. The whole world had the feeling 
that, never before had any people gone 
into a national struggle as in mind and 
with the sense of the task that lay in 

4 front of them as they did. Those 
that had been in France saw 
that all the people had grown 
up in the fear that some such 
event as this might come, and now it 
had come it called for sacrifice on the 
part of the young-men especially, and 
everything was prepared. When these 
people came to England and everything 
seemed to be moving slowly they could 
not understand it. They did not real¬ 
ize that War would mean a pouring 
into it strength and money. We had 
money and material and man power 
as well as seapower which very few 
seemed to realize, but we impressed 
the world that we didn’t realize the 
task. Due to conditions for the last 
two years or thirty months we have 
changed our whole national organiza¬ 
tion, socially and politically, so com-

pletcly that anyone today that has not 
been in England since the war could 
not understand what has happened. It 
has been a transformation which has 
been so rapid and so thorough that we 
cannot adjust our minds upon it. We 
have changed our system which was 
almost exactly like the United States 
into a system which is hardly disting¬ 
uishable. It is true that there were 
no two nations more alike than Ameri¬ 
ca and England both politically and so¬ 
cially. We, like you were proud of 
that liberty of individual freedom, we 
were proud of the traditions which we 
held, that the adult citizen was in a 
position to live his own life as he 
pleased. As in the case of the Ameri¬ 
can it was possible for the citizen to go 
through life without having to come 
under state authority. We looked with 
pity on nations of another kind who 
lived under the authority of the state, 
who ordered their lives for them and 
decided what they might do and what 
they might not do. Now in that re¬ 
spect we were like yourselves in times 
of peace in spite of the fact that dur¬ 
ing the past twenty or thirty years we 
have changed somewhat, industries 
and other things are coming more and 
more under the state authority. We 
were still in the times of peace a na¬ 
tion which was proud of liberty and 
industrial freedom and rejoiced in the 
fact that our citizens were not obliged 
to live in constant fear of the State 
power. 

A great number of English people 
held to the hope right to the end that 
they would be able to provide an army 
without interfering or abandoning 
our system. We had six million men 
enrolled in the army and that many 
more in training, of course that is only 
one end of the war, the other was the 
organization of our social life. Nation¬ 
al Services had to be taken over and 
placed to the service of the State for 
a short time, probably for the period 
of the War. The railroads, as a mat¬ 
ter of fact were brought under Nation¬ 
al Control in the early days of the 
War. Just before the new Government 
went into office an announcement was 
made that the South Wales coal fields, 
which supplies the navy, would be 
taken over by the Government. So in 
this way one great industry after an¬ 
other is brought within the control of 
the Government. You all know what 
happened in regard to making of am¬ 
munition for the battle field. The 
Government took over the whole in¬ 
dustry, and that was one of the first 
steps in the great industry transforma¬ 
tion of England. x One of the great 
things which has been carried on is 
the work of the Y*. M. C. A. in the am¬ 
munition plants especially, and I was 
sent to one of these places and also to 
where the great ammunition plants 
have grown up within a few weeks.

tions of men who were working for 
him. Three or four days after the new 
paying system went into effect I ask¬ 
ed Mr. Ford why he did it and he 
said. "I have had men investigating 
the homes of the men and the condi¬ 
tions are such that I am convinced 
that the wages of the unskilled man 
ar* not sufficient to give him and his 
family a fair show and I have decided 
on a larger income to give him a fair 
show.” I asked him what he con¬ 
sidered a fair chance. He went on to 
say that his opinion was that the un¬ 
skilled worker Is Just as necessary to 
an organization as the fellows who 
are doing work higher up. Just as 
the marr who sweeps your streets and 
digs your sewer is Just as necessary 
for you as the man who sits in the 
Mayor’s chair or any oth^r office. And 
Mr. Ford is right that the unskilled 
worker should have an income suffi¬ 
cient to take proper care of his wife 
and children. If our children are not 
sent to school and are pushed out into 
the industrial world before they are 
ready, the next generation will suffer 
for it. 

When a man reaches fifty he likes 
to look forward but not with fear but 
with something to look forward to in 
the way of insurance and a home. 
The unskilled man has a rate of 34 
cents an hour for the first six months, 
this was raised to 43 cents an hour 
because of the high cost of living. The 
unskilled man gets about 28 cents an 
hour profit and at the end of six 
months a man would make enough to 
[ get $5.25 a day. 

I believe as Mr. Ford says, that 
there is no quarrel between the em¬ 
ployer and employee. If you get it in¬ 
to your head that you are the em¬ 
ployee why there is likely to be trou¬ 
ble but if you think that it is man to 
man and that you are both brothers 
there will be no trouble. A man is 
! taken into the Company on six months’ 
probation. He must work six months 
and during that time he must nualify 
along certain lines. He must be liv¬ 
ing with his wife and family and tak¬ 
ing good care of them. If he is single 
he must be taking good care of his 
money, he has got to be a good sober 
industrious kind of workman. About 
thirty days after he has been employed 
a man goes to visit his home. There 
are men out visiting these people as 
fast as Ford’s will carry them. The 
profit sharing scheme is explained to 
the wife. If the home shows a lack of 
tidiness and thrift we show her pic¬ 
tures of the homes of employees be¬ 
fore they began to work for us and 
afterwards. She immediately gets the 
idea of how things might be and im- 
, mediately gets the dream that in six 
months her husband will be earning 
that. A little later the man is called 
into the office at the factory and there 
the whole matter is gone over with 
him. We get hold of his financial 
conditions and get between him and 
his debtors, if necessary, and tell them, 
to just hold off a little while longer

SERIOUS SITUATION 

Accident to Pumping Engine Endangers 
Water Supply for 48 Hours 

Newton faced n serious situation last 
Sunday and Monday so far as its water 
supply was concerned, ns the pumping 
engine at the plant at Newton Upper 
Falls broke a piston rod late Saturday 
afternoon. The department has two 
pumping engines hut the newer pump 
has been out of commission for the 
past three weeks In order that repairs 
might ho made. The supply has been 
dependent therefor on the older 
machine, and when that broke It was 
impossible to force the water to the 
covered reservoir at Wnbnn hill and 
into the street mains. Fortunately 
there was enough water stored at 
Waban hill to care for ordinary needs 
during Sunday and hv strenuous efforts 
; by department employees and outside 
mechanics, pumping was resumed 
about 10 o’clock Sunday night. In the 
meantime. Water Commissioner Whit¬ 
ney had made all necessary arrange¬ 
ments with the Metropolitan Water 
department to supply the city with 
water, if necessary, from the old city 
reservoir on Ward street. 

This reservoir, however, docs not 
furnish pressure enough to supply resi¬ 
dences on the highest parts of the city 
and consequently, was only ns a last 
resort. 

The repaired piston rod. however, 
gave way again early Monday morning 
and Commissioner Whitney had the 
Metropolitan water turned Into the city 
mains a little later, and during Mon¬ 
day. the greater part of the city used 
Metropolitan water. Chestnut hill 
drawing its supply from the covered 
reservoir. 

The repairs were completed Monday 
night and the danger from a water fa¬ 
mine has been removed.

FORD PROFIT SHARING ULAN 


(Continued from Page 1.) 

nnd then ho will pay thorn, if thoy 
Just wait ho will como across in a 
way that will satisfy thorn. Now if 
a man at tho end of six monlhs’ time 
gets along in matters of thrift and 
morals ho goes automatically on nnd 
ho will ho raised from 34 up to 62 1-2 
cents, part of which as I explained, is 
profit and part wage. Wo cannot 
touch his wage but wo do hold the 
right to handle his profit. That is a 
matter of mutual agreement between 
un. We are cooperating with this 
man. If you and I started in busi¬ 
ness together you would have the 
right: if I was not living Just right 
to look into my life at that time. 

I think instead of having so many 
charities we should have a clearing 
house for employees. When a man 
graduates from theological school they 
ought to have an office in a factory 
where ho could meet the men nnd have 
a door of opportunity of tho shop 
open, through which ho could send 
men to work. That will be a new Job 
for parsons. 

Getting back to the profit sharing 
plan. If a man takes good care of his 
profits, everything is lovely. We ex¬ 
plain to him in a good way, to get an 
account in the bank that will take 
care of an emergency. Something 
that comes unlooked for, or to build a 
home. If a man goes a little wrong 
and neglects his family we withhold 
his profits for a little while and we 
tell him he will have to live on his 
skilled rate and bIiow us he can live 
on it and save a little. If he 
improves within 30 days we give him 
all his profits back which we have 
withheld. If it takes him 60 days we 
give him 75 per cent and give the 
other 25 per cent to charity. If it 
takes him three months he gets 60 
per cent and 40 per cent goes to 
charity and if it takes him five months 
he gets 40 per cent and 60 per cent 
goes to charity and if it takes him 
six months he is discharged and 
another man is given his chance. 
Some people ask if that money goes to 
pay for the things the Company ought 
to pay for. It does not, we use it for 
a number of different things, Hospital 
bills that are too large for some poor 
family to pay and in cases like that. 
Fully 80 per cent of our men are 
making good. 

Question—Do you employ men of 
all nationalities and colors? Answer 
—We have 62 different nationalities 
and I think that includes the colors. 

Question—Do you notice any marked 
difference in them in thoroughness 
and efficiency? Answer—Yes, the Rus¬ 
sians are more thorough and efficient 
and the Armenians. Turkish and 
Greeks. These are the highest. You 
Americans are way down. 

Question—Didn’t Mr Ford know 
this plan would pay and doesn’t it? 

Answer—Yes, it has paid. This new 
way increases efficiency. The wage on 
the old system was 39 cents an hour 
and on the new 50 cents. A certain 
group of men made 800 gas tanks on 
the old system- and on the new pro¬ 
duced 1200 tanks per day. So we have 
increased efficiency. A short time ago 
Mr. Ford increased the wages of the 
women. Up until that time a woman 
who had children to support or who 
had a mother dependent on her was 
getting $5 a day and a single woman 
was not getting that. 

Question—Could a company not 
making so much as the Ford Company 
carry on such a thing? Answer—Not 
in the same way but they could carry 
on the principle in some way or o,thcr. 

Question—Have men left the Ford 
Company for other positions? Answer 
—Not until the ammunition plants 
started up. Men think they can make 
more money with them. The only 
thing we have to say is we will be 
here when the war closes and the am¬ 
munition plants may not. 

Question—Have you any women who 
go around investigating and teaching 
the women of the employees families? 
Answer—No we haven’t any women 
they are all men The women work¬ 
ers of our plant expressed a wish to 
have men. I don’t know why, I will 
leave that for you women to figure out, 

Question—What effect does your 
plant have on other manufacturing 
plants in Detroit? Answer—I don’t 
think it makes any difference. Wo try 
to prevent that, we won’t consider tho 
application of any man that is em¬ 
ployed in any other company. W 
won’t hire a man who hasn’t been a 
resident of the city for six months. 
We have to do this to our own disad¬ 
vantage to protect the other manu¬ 
facturers. 

Question—What ts the attitude to¬ 
wards inventions made by employees 
of the company? Answer—If a man 
works it out in the ourse of a day’s 
work it does make use of it but not in 
any cash value but in the way of ad¬ 
vancing the man. 

Question—What have you in the way 
of recreation and amusement for your 
employees? Answer—We have 
playgrounds, libraries, gymnasiums, 
swimming pools or shower baths for 
the employees. Mr. Ford would rather 
give the money to the men that they 
can spend it themselves and have a 
few conveniences in their homes.

THE ULAFLIN SCHOOL 


Editor Newton Graphic, 

Dear Sir: — 

I beg to call attention to the fact 
that tho parents of children attending 
the Clnflin School In Newtonville are 
very much worked up over the recent 
action of the present Hoard of Al 
dermen in holding up the appropriation 
for an Automatic Regulator to control 
ti-.f* new heating apparatus in that 
school, and also over the apparent ne 
gleet of Mr. Forbush, Building Com¬ 
missioner, to use the money appropri¬ 
ated by last year's Boanl of Aldermen 
for this purpose. 

A new heating plant was recently 
installed in this school at a cost of 
$11,300, but through some oversight 
or tor some other reason no regulator 
was provided and the heat cannot be 
properly controlled under present 
conditions, causing sickness and dis¬ 
tress, nnd children have had to be 
tnken out of school in many cases. 

, Now this deplorable condition can be 
corrected by installing an Automatic 
Regulator at a cost of $1348. which 
last year’s Board granted, but which 
was not used by our Building Commis¬ 
sioner with tho result that condition.: 
remain the same, and unless the pres¬ 
ent Board of Aldermen show some in¬ 
clination to renew this appropriation 
the children must continue to suffer 
and sickness occur. 

Tnis is indeed a serious situation 
which calls for drastic action, and on 
behalf of the parents I make this pub¬ 
lic appeal to the Board of Aldermen to 
make this appropriation of $134S and 
eliminate this menace to the health 
and welfare of the children in the 
Claflin School. 

Mr. Wheeler, Supt. of Schools, and 
Mr. Lyon, Chairman of School Com¬ 
mittee, both favor the installation of 
a regulator, but nothing can be done 
without an appropriation by the Board 
of Aldermen.

WAR AFFECTS ENGLAND

I have In mind one special place which 
was pnrtly marsh and this was huilt 
up with ammunition plants where 
thousands of men and women are en¬ 
gaged in the making of one single ar¬ 
ticle of war ammunition, a six inch 
shell case. From that plant to the 
North of London there are plants 
about two miles apart and in each es¬ 
tablishment they are employing thous¬ 
ands and thousands of men and women 
making materials of destruction. 
These people nre working under the 
compulsory power of the Government. 
Before the war were free individuals 
and now they nre working under mar¬ 
tial law. We have had compulsory 
power of State from one department to 
another, and 1 have noticed in the 
papers during the last two or three 
days that we are on the verge of com¬ 
pulsion for the whole field of liynmn 
labor. In this respect and in many 
others we have been copying the State 
system of our adversaries. We have 
employed principles of our antagnn- 
ists and so in the past two years we 
have seen this transformation of Eng¬ 
land from a State of individual free¬ 
dom and Government control until we 
have today imposed upon us a State 
System. It is fair to say in reference 
to this growth of State authority that 
there is no one in England that in a 
time like this is not prepared to give 
up a great deal, or all that is neces¬ 
sary for the security of the company. 
The question is, will we have this sys¬ 
tem after the war. and it looks now 
as if the ideas adopted from our ad¬ 
versaries will continue after the w’ar. 

I feel that the War will advance so¬ 
cialism in England. While people have 
lost their personal freedom in some 
ways the Government control is free¬ 
dom on another basis. 

Question—Do the ammunition fac¬ 
tories run both night and day? An¬ 
swer—There are two shifts of ten 
and ten and one half hours, divided 
into two parts, five hours in the morn¬ 
ing and five in the afternoon with a 
break in the middle of the day. One 
shift goes off at six o'clock and the 
night shift goes on at seven. The night 
shift have a break at twelve and an¬ 
other at three in the morning. The 
great difficulty is to provide meals for 
that mass of workers, thousands and 
thousands of men and women. It is 
done partly by the firms themselves 
and partly by the Y. M. C. A. and part¬ 
ly by contractors. It is also being 
done by the Government which have 
taken up the welfare work. Women 
and girls working itj these plants, in 
about a month's time might be earn¬ 
ing only two pounds and three pounds 
a week, ten and fifteen dollars a week 
which seems a small wage to you but 
whifch seems a great deal to us and is 
considered a large wage at the pres¬ 
ent time. More experienced women 
may earn as much as four pounds or 
twenty dollars and a few as much as 
thirty dollars. 

Question—Will men return to their 
old occupations after the War. Will they 
immigrate or gq back to their land 
to take up some new occupation? An¬ 
swer—It is true that after the war a 
large number who went from every 
kind of occupation, after these men 
have tasted the outdoor life will not 
go hack. It is the fact of their hav- 


lng got into a new fooling of responsi¬ 
bility. Of course a very large num¬ 
ber will Immigrate and there will be 
inducements held out by Australia nnd 
Canada that it will be difficult for the 
young Englishmen to resist. And 
what about these women that hnvo 
tasted the economic advantages. Of 
course you cannot get rid of them. 

Question—What does the spenker re¬ 
gard ns the purpose for a larger de¬ 
gree of Democracy in Germany after 
the War? Answer—I do not think 
that is quite a fair question to ask. 
it might be better for a man of a neu¬ 
tral nation to nnswer a question of that 
sort. 

Question—Dosen’t the spenker think 
that the key to the development of real 
democracy is in the fact that England 
and the United States have only poli¬ 
tical democracy nnd haven’t grnsped 
the idea of economic democracy? 
Answer—I think the questioner hns 
answered the question. As far ns I 
feel we cannot have any real demo¬ 
cracy until we have realized an indus¬ 
trial and social democracy ns well as 
individual liberty. 

Question—Does the speaker feel that 
England's attitude toward Ireland is 
Just? Answ'er—I belong to that part 
of the English nation that hold to the 
view that England has never been 
Just to Ireland. 

Question—What does the speaker 
think the outcome of the w*ar will be 
in its effect upon the Government con¬ 
trol and the railroads? Answ’er—I do 
not think anybody can doubt that we 
shall have a great change in the con¬ 
trol of railroads. I feel certain that 
the land system of England will un¬ 
dergo a radical reform.
